versal in the trade during the past decade; which we 
are certain will extend and broaden in character and 
possibilities for good as the years go by. This makes 
of this number a record which every Hardwareman 
who is interested in the good of the trade to which he 
belongs, should carefully preserve for future reference. 
We feel, with all the results now before us, that the 
care, labor and money, which have been expended in 
the preparation of this number, have been well spent 
for the general good; and if the trade will accept this 
tribute in the spirit of good will in which it is offered, 
we shall feel doubly repaid for the effort out of which 
it has originated. 

A word as to the size, character and finish of this 
number may be pardoned under the circumstances. 
We do not believe that a finer illustration of the capac- 
ity for artistic enterprise to be found in the way of 
trade journalism, could be furnished than that shown 
in this present birthday number of Hardware. 

We wish to cordially acknowledge the great assis- 
tance which has been given us by our friends in all 
directions, in the making of this number. This in- 
cludes all the officials and other gentlemen who have 


kindly furnished us with information asked for; the 
manufacturers, jobbers and dealers, who have aided us 
in the preparation of this number by the special adver- 
tising which has been generously given us; and to the 
entire Hardware trade, wherever found, who are to be 
counted among the readersof this number. It is our 
purpose in the future, as in the past, to do everything 
in our power to aid in the creation and upbuilding of 
these associatious. No-call in this direction has ever 
been made upon our time or space, without such will- 
ing and earnest response as it was within our power to 
give; and we hope that this may be said with greater 


force in the future, than has been possible in the past.

On April roth, 1898, Hardware will celebrate the 
eighth anniversary of its birth. 

That there was a large and profitable field awaiting 
development by a first class Hardware journal, that 
should devote itself exclusively to the Hardware trade, 
has been demonstrated by the success which has crowned 
the efforts of Hardware from the initial number.

It has by its voice, encouraged in 
every possible way the creation of organizations hav- 
ing for their purpose the bettering of trade conditions, 
and has been an enthusiastic supporter of every move- 
ment having for its purpose the good of the trade.

It is our purpose, therefore, with that issue, to pre- 
sent a mass of valuable information in regard to the

The Lamp of Experience. 

No one interested in the Hardware trade can read 
the various communications which appear in this issue, 
from the pens of those men competent to speak, with- 
out being thoroughly converted to the opinion that 
association among the members of the trade, and com- 
bination for social and business interests, pay one hun- 
dred cents on the dollar. 

It is interesting to note the various steps by which 
these several organizations came into being. ‘The sec- 
retaries have, in several instances, taken note of the 
fact that in the beginning there was distrust and mis- 
trust among the members of the trade, which had to 
be overcome before organization could be regarded as 
of practical effect. It is also surprising to note how 
suddenly and thoroughly each suspicious dealer became 
convinced that his opponent was a pretty good fellow 
after all, when once the barriers of business reserve 
had been broken down, and the two came together, in 
friendly social relations. It is quite difficult to feel 
coldly and suspiciously toward a neighbor after one 
has broken bread with him, and sat with his feet under 
that neighbor’s table. In one sense, these annual din- 
ners, and stated association meetings, have made of 
each member a host, entertaining the rest of the trade; 
and out of each gathering has grown a more distinctly 
friendly feeling, and a closer harmony of interest, than 
the majority of Hardware merchants and manufac- 
turers of the country, could have thought possible in 
the beginning. 

Those States and localities in which organizations 
have not yet been effected, can learn much by reading 
of the preliminary steps in such States and localities as 
already possess successful and efficient working Hard- 
ware Associations. The labors and successes of those 
who have succeeded in creating and maintaining an 
efficient organization, belong, by the right of heritage, 
to those who have yet to travel in the same direction. 
We believe that the movement toward organization has 
by no means reached its culmination, but that it will 
continue until every State in the Union, and perhaps 


every large city, has an organization of its own.

H. Coles, of the McIntosh-Huntington Co., succeeded him. 

It was not organized for the purpose of agreeing upon 
prices. It has done much to make business life pleasant 
by showing that competitors are not necessarily enemies.

The Association known as the Hardware & Iron Dealers 
Association of Baltimore City, Md, organized early in 
1898, is not a general Hardware organization, but consists 
of several dealers who sell horse shoers’ supplies.

This organization, representing the great Northwest, 
may be said to have come into being on the organization of 
the Minnesota Retail Hardware Association. It is made 
up to cover the States of Minnesota, Wisconsin and North 
Dakota. The first meeting was held on February Io, 1898, 
and the following executive committee elected: Charles 
F. Ladner, Minnesota Association; C. A. Peck, Wisconsin 
Association; Clark W. Kelley, Dakota Association. |] W, 
Clark is secretary, with headquarters in the Boston block, 
Minneapolis. The membership of this Northwestern Asso. 
ciation comprises 650, and all the States represented are 
working together in unison. Each Association is repre- 
sented in executive session by the president, or any mem- 
ber of the local Association that the president may appoint, 
The expense incurred by the executive board is borne 
jointly by these local State Associations, in proportion to 
their per capita membership. The following resolutions 
explain in full the object of this Association, and the work 


it has set itself to do: 

Resolved, That the members of this Association confine 
their purchases of Hardware, stoves and tinware to manu- 
fecturers and wholesale dealers who sell goods oniy to 
firms that are regularly engaged in the retail Hardware 
business as defined in these resolutions. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Association that 
the interpretation of the term ‘‘retail Hardware dealers” 
as set forth in the above resolutions, to entitle him to 
purchase Hardware, stoves and tinware, be construed to 
mean any person having an established place of business 
and carrying a line of Hardware, Stoves and Tinware and 
such other goods as are usually kept in a first-class Hard- 
ware store, and in cities of less than 5,000 population, all 
persons carrying a general line of Hardware in connection 
with any other kind of merchandise. 

Resolved, That itis not the intention of the above reso- 
lution to prevent the interchange of goods mentioned be- 
tween manufacturers and wholesale dealers in such goods, 
or for the export trade, and the interpretation of said 
resolution is hereby vested in the Executive Committee 
with power. The following are exempt from these reso- 
lutions: The United States Government, State county 
and city institutions, railroads, gas, water and electric light 
companiesand such other manufacturing industries and com- 
panies as the Executive Committee may approve, for sich 
goods as are necessary in their respective lines of business. 

Resolved, That any manufacturer or jobver in Hard- 
ware, Stoves and Tinware furnishing net prices, or any 
discount from list prices, contrary to the foregoing resolu- 
tions, either by themselves, employees or agents, shall be 
considered as disapproving the above resolutions. 

Resolved, That this Association shall, so far as lies in 
its power, keep a record of all goods sold, and by whom 
sold, to catalogue houses and department stores and of all 
other violations of these resolutions. 

Resolved, That any member purchasing goods from any 
manufacturer or jobber who has been listed by the Execu- 
tive Board as disapproving of these resolutions shall be 
subject to a fine or expulsion at the discretion of said 
Executive Board. 

Resolved, That every member of this Association is con- 
stituted a committee of one, and is expected to report to 
the proper officers of his local State Association any viola- 
tion of these resolutions. 

Resolved, That it is the duty of the president of the local 
State organizations to report to the executive officers of the 
Northwestern Association any violation in his State of these 
resolutions. 

Resolved, That the secretary of the local State organiza- 
tion furnish the secretary of the Northwestern Association 
with a list of the members of his State Association, with 
corrections from time to time as changes may take place in 
the membership. 

Resolv. d, That these measures are just and necessary for 
our welfare, and a rigid enforcement is demanded. 

Resolved, That we urge our officers to use their best 
endeavors to bring about the formation of local State 
organizations in adjoining States not now organized, and 
upon application admit them to membership in this Asso- 
ciation on terms and conditions heretofore set forth in 
these resolutions, with the end in view that a uniform sys- 
tem of protection for the trade will prevail throughout the 
entire Northwest. 
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itor Hardware: Some time during the month of Sep- 
tember, 1894, a number of prominent Hardware dealers in 
our State received a brief letter from Theodore Butler, 
president of the Standard Hardware Co., of Akron, Ohio, 
asking their opinion as to the formation of a State retail 
Hardware Association. In this letter Mr. Butler expressed 
the thought that the time had arrived for such an organiza- 
tion, and briefly outlined his ideas, asking those who were 
in accord to meet him at Columbus, October Io, 1894. 
Thirteen firms were represented at this meeting. An 
organization was effected, and a constitution and by-laws 
adopted. After the committee on resolutions had made its 
report, which was confirmed, it was unanimously agreed 
among those present to use their best efforts to build up an

It was also decided at that meeting that an invitation 
should be mailed to the Hardware dealers in the State, ask- 
ing them to attend a meeting, to be held in Columbas, at 
the Neil House, February 13, 1895. Notwithstanding the 
fact that this notice was sent broadcast throughout the 
State, only sixteen dealers were present. Of this number, 
there were nine members who were not present at the first 
preliminary meeting. Quite a number of letters were re- 
ceived from dealers, expressing themselves as being in 
harmony with the meeting and its objects, but stating their 
inability to be present. After an address of some length 
by President Morris, the afternoon was spent in mutual ex- 
change of ideas, followed by the re-election of the officers 
of the Association. 

When the hour for supper arrived, it was decided to 
meet together in the ordinary of the hotel, and covers 
were laid for sixteen guests. Three of the number, how- 
ever, being unable to be present, only thirteen persons 
responded. Lest any of your readers may be of a super- 
Stitious turn of mind, the writer will quiet their fears by 
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saying that none of the thirteen who sat at the table died 
during the year, thus setting at variance the prevalent 
idea that one of thirteen in a company must die within the 
twelve months following. The supper was one of the 
pleasantest events of the session, and cemented closely to- 
gether those who were present. After the supper the ex- 
change of business views continued until a late hour, and 
at its conclusion it was agreed by those present that they 
would remain in the Association as long as it existed, and 
I am pleased to say that those who were present have re- 
mained in the Association, and are active members of it to 
this day. 

The next session was held at Dayton, when the secre- 
tary’s report disclosed the fact that the Association had 
grown to thirty-six members. At this meeting there were 
some changes made in the officers and directory, as follows: 


President: J. P. Duffey, Greenville. 
Vice-President: Mell B. Talmage, Mt. Gilead. 
Secretary: John F. Baker, Dayton. 


Executive Committee: Theodore Butler, Akron, and F.

The session was productive of much good, and those 
present were delighted with the time spent at Dayton. The 
local dealers in the city were very hospitable, and did 
much in their power to make the session a pleasant one. 

The next session was held at Columbus, February 24, 
1896, and it was then found that the Association had grown, 
there being at this time about sixty members. At this session 
there was nochange made in the management of the Associa- 
tion, the officers being unanimously re-elected for another 
year. The session was a profitable one, the questions that 
were discussed being of great importance to all who were 
present. 

Columbus, by reason of its central location, was again 
chosen as the place of meeting for 1898, and on February 
23rd of this year the Association met to hold its fourth an- 
nual session. This meeting proved the best of all. If 
there were any who by reason of the slow growth of the 
Association feared that it would not succeed, their fears 
were dispelled. The Association now numbered too. As 
the members came together it was evident that all who 
had entered the Association at its inception were not only 
faithful by their presence, but earnest in their zeal for the 
best interests of the society, and those who were seen for 
the first time were found to be of that class of dealers, who, 
by their fidelity to and activity in business, come from the 
front ranks of trade. It was a meeting never to be forgot- 
ten. Our Association had grown slowly, but it was grow- 
ing solidly. ‘To use the words of one who had been with us 
from the beginning, ‘‘Z7he Ohio Hardware Assoctation has 
come to stay!”

/iitor Hardware: In response to your letter of the 8th 
inst., 1 beg to submit the following brief history of the 
Pacific Coast Hardware & Metal Association, for insertion 
in your Special Hardware Association Number: 

The Pacific Coast Hardware & Metal Association was 
formally organized in June, 1896, and the geographical 
territory covered embraces California, Oregon and Wash- 
ington. 

Its organization was primarily brought about because of 
certain local conditions which had grown onerous and bur- 
densome, and to the remedying of which a few active 
spirits in the Hardware and metal lines lent their aid. In 
a secondary sense, we are in a measure indebted to the 
National Hardware Association, in that some of the prime 
movers in the organization of our association were mem- 
bers of the national body, and because of the light which 
they had received had awakened to a realizing sense of 
the benefits that would accrue by associating in one com- 
pact body the Hardware and metal jobbers of the Pacific 
Coast. 

Messrs B. F. Dunham and Brace Hayden of the Dunham, 
Carrigan Hayden & Co. ; Wakefield Baker and A. C. Rulofson 
of Baker & Hamilton; Charles E. Miller and A. L. Scott 
of Miller, Sloss & Scott; John P. Merrill and W. R. Wheeler 
of Holbrook, Merrill & Stetson; A, A. Watkins of W. W. 
Montague & Co.; Geo. T. Hawley of Hawley Bros Hard- 
ware Co.; Chas. F. Tay of George H. Tay Co.; E. A. Self- 
ridge and H. J. Morton of Geo. W. Gibbs Co.; H. T. Lally 
of Crane Co.; A. A. Wigmore of John Wigmore & Sons Co. ; 
Frank L. Brown of Washburn & Moen Mfg. Co, San 
Francisco; William Schaw of Schaw, Ingram, Batcher & 
Co., Sacramento, C. C. Reynolds of Harper & Reynolds 
Co , George Boole of Union Hardware & Metal Co., both 
of Los Angeles, Cal ; and William Honeyman of Honey- 
man, De Hart & Co, of Portland, Ore., were the pioneers 
inthe movement and active participants in effecting our 
organization, all working assiduously to perfect and shape 
our common ends. 

The first convention of our Association was held in the 
city of San Francisco, on Thursday June 18, 1896, in the 
rooms of the Board of Trade, and continued three days. 
At this gathering the permanent organization was effected, 
matters largely of local importance were discussed, and 
the reformation of certain local conditions which seriously 
handicapped our members, such as extended credits, en 
forcement of interest charge on overdue bills, inauguration 
of charge for casing and cartage, and the adoption of a 
policy towards manufacturers and their agents who tres- 
passed upon the jobber’s rights by indiscriminate quoting 
of prices. 

‘\ most happy and fraternal spirit pervaded the assem- 
blage, and resulted in creating a very cordial understand- 
ing, which ultimately developed into the powerful organi- 
zation now in existence. 

Eight months later, during February, 1897, our Associa- 
tion again met in the city of Los Angeles, and the enthusi- 
asm and earnest work which characterized the first conven- 
tion had increased manifold and was in marked evidence 
on all sides. The report of the president, secretary and 
standing committees made manifest the fact that our 
undertaking had not been in vain. 

Later in the year, during the month of June, we held our 
third convention in the city of Portland, Ore. At this 
gathering, as elsewhere, the utmost enthusiasm prevailed, 
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and marked the proceedings. T. James Fernley, secretary- 
treasurer of the National Hardware Association, by cour- 
tesy of the National Association, was present and enter- 
tained and edified those present with an exposition of the 
most modern methods of doing business in the Eastern sec- 
tion of the United States. 

Our next convention will be held in San Francisco on the 
8th, 9th and roth of June of the present year. 

Our first president was B. F. Dunham, late president of 
the Dunham, Carrigan & Hayden Co. of this city. Mr. 
Dunham, who died in November last mourned by a legion 
of friends, was the unanimous choice of our members 
for presiding officer, and on the expiration of his first term 
of office, was unanimously re-elected to succeed himself. 
During his incumbency of the president's office for the 
second term, he was stricken down, leaving a gap in our 
ranks hard to fill. 

Mr. Dunham's successor is Brace Hayden, his life-long 
partner and associate in business, and who also now oOffici- 
ates as the president of the Dunham, Carrigan & Hayden 
Co.

As an instance 
of what we have striven to do, it may be said that we have 
sought, and are still seeking, with gratifying success, ‘o 
advertise the resources and advantages of our section of 
the country through the medium of the traveling salesmen 
employec by our members. Literature treating of our 
work, and pregnant with suggestions and recommendations 
of value to the salesman, has been forwarded to all the 
travelers employed by members of our Association. 

Regularly as the year rolls round, usually during the 
Christmas holidays, when all the travelers for the various 
houses are called in, our Association invites them as special 
guests to the banquet table, where are discussed the latest 
methods of doing business,'the most approved mode of sell- 
ing goods, the propriety of advertising the resources of the

Editor Hardware: Our organization was formed en the 
6th day of March, 1886. Its formation was really the out- 
growth of a visit to one of the smaller cities of the State 
by several jobbers of Philadelphia, who were interested in 
a failure in that city. 

These gentlemen were a committee appointed as aresult 
of a meeting of the creditors, called by T. James Fernley, 
at his office in the spring of the year previous. Up tothat 
time there had been no meeting of the jobbers of our city. 
In fact, many of them did not know each other, but when 
this failure occurred, Mr. Fernley brought together the 
Hardware jobbers who were creditors of the party involved, 
and a committee was appointed to protect their interests. 

Two or three days were passed in each others’ company, 
by these gentlemen, and the opinion was freely expressed 
that the meeting together would be advantageous. 

Shortly after this, Samuel Disston entertained a large 
number of the jobbers of Philadelphia at his home, as well 
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as some of the manufacturers, and on this occasion the 
Hardware Merchants’ & Manufacturers’ Association came 
into existence. 

The late William J. Lloyd was the first president. He 
was succeeded by Charles M. Biddle, of the Biddle Hard- 
ware Co. Some four years afterwards, and at the end of 
two years, which is the constitutional limit for the holding 
of office of president of our Association, he was succeeded 
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by Fayette R. Plumb, who in turn was succeeded by Wil. 
liam W. Supplee. 

After Mr. Supplee had very successfully filled the office 
for two years, Samuel Disston was elected president, and 
in January last, Mr. Disston was succeeded by James . 
Ritter, of the Biddle Hardware Co. 

Our meetings are held monthly. One of the very strong 
features in holding the Association together has been the 
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system of fining all those who did not attend the regular 
monthly meetings one dollar. This system was introduced 
by Charles M. Ghriskey, one of the oldest and best known 
Hardwaremen in Philadelphia, and asa result of this, we 
have always had a very full attendance at our monthly 
meetings, and in addition to this, we have had the pleasure 
of accumulating about $1,000 in fines. 

During the administration of William W. Supplee, the 
privileges of the Association were extended to out-of-town 
manufacturers, so that we have a large list of non-resident 
members. 

The Association occupies a very beautiful and com- 
modious room in the Philadelphia Bourse, to which all the 
members have access. 

In addition to the regular monthly meetings the Associa- 
tion frequently provides mid-day lunches, so that those 
who come together may have an opportunity of having an 
enjoyable time for an hour or so. 

Our Association does not confine its operations to the 
fixing of prices, being more engaged in looking after the 
general welfare of the trade, than obtaining any specific 
advantages.

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The history of the Hardware Club of New York is one 
unbroken record of success. This great organization 
came into being inresponse to a general demand from the 
trade, and as an expression of fraternal feeling so well 
emphasized in the Hardware dinner given at Sherry’s, in 
the winter of 1892. 

Active steps toward the formation of a club were taken 
by the committee charged with responsibility in connec- 
tion with the above dinner, and a general meeting of rep- 
resentatives of the Hardware houses of New York was 
held in the parlors of the Cosmopolitan Hotel, on Cham- 
bers Street, on Saturday, March 19, 1892, in answer to the 
callas expressed below. Webster R. Walkley called the 
meeting to order, and on motion was elected chairman, 
while J. L. Varick was chosen to the position of secretary. 
Alfred D. Clinch was called upon to inform those present 
of the steps already taken by the committee. He stated

that available places had been examined for club uses, and 
gave some details in connection therewith. A general 
discussion ensued, after which a resolution was offered by 
A. W. Milligan that thuse present proceed immediately to 
the formation of a Hardware Club, and that the details 
concerning the same be left for later consideration. The 
motion was carried unanimously. R. R. Williams sug- 
gested that the names of those present who were willing 
to become members, and to guarantee an initiation fee 
and dues of not more than $50 for the first year. be then 
taken down. This motion was carried, and the great ma- 
jority of those present signed the above pledge, and before 
adjournment fifty-three such guarantees nad been secured. 

An executive committee to consist of Webster R Walk- 
ley, J. L. Varick, Eugene Bissell, A. D. Clinch, W. H. 
Williams and Peter McCartee, were appointed to take 
entire charge of the matter of preparation as to securing 
rooms, the suggestion of a name, the adoption of a con- 
Stitution, etc. 

A later meeting was held at the same place on Saturday, 
March 26th, at which there was a full attendance of those 
interested in the movement. It was called to order by 
Chairman W. R. Walkley, with J. L. Varick as temporary 
secretary and temporary treasurer. A. D Clinch, chair- 
man of the executive committee, submitted a report of

A. D Clinch. These gentlemen were unanimously elected. 
A meeting of these governors was held on April igth, and 
the following gentlemen were elected officers of the club: 
President, William H. Williams; vice-president, R. H. 
Swayze; treasurer, Thomas F. Keating; secretary, J. L. 
Varick. 

A committe consisting of Messrs. McCartee, Clinch, 
Varick, Bissell, Walkley and W. H. Williams were ap- 
pointed to investigate the question of location for the club 
headquarters, etc., and to report to the board at as early a 
date as possible. 

Very little was done during the summer months except 
to secure the addition of names to the roll of membership. 
A meeting of the board of governors was held on Septem- 
ber 8th, when the chair reported that the club had been 
incorporated in accordance with instructions, and ex- 
plained what steps would be necessary to make the details 
of organization to conform the latter. 

The special matter that came up for consideration was 
that concerniny; proposed club rooms in the new Postal 
Telegraph Building then going up on Broadway and Mur- 
ray Street. A plan of the proposed floor in this building 
was submitted, and a couple of hours were spent in 
cuit.sideration thereof. The whole matter was then sub- 
mitted to a committee who were to report at an early 
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meeting of the board, consisting of William H. Williams, 
Alfred D. Clinch and Thomas F. Keating. 

It was decided by the board of governors to place the 
membership limit at 500 for resident members and 300 for 
non-resident members. 

Early in December enough names had been added to 
the list of membership to make a total of 219, and the suc- 
cess of the club was therefore insured. 

The Hardware dinner of 1893, which was the first of 
these notable gatherings to be held under the direct aus-

pices of the Hardware Club, was very successfully given 
at Sherry’s on the evening of February 21st, more than 
300 gentlemen being present. William H. Williams, presi- 
dent of the club, presided in his official capacity, and the 
evening was a success in every sense of the word. As 
these dinners have since been given annually under the 
auspices of the club, with the exception of 1894, in which 
it was omitted because of the stringency of the times, no 
further mention of the same is necessary in connection 
with this brief history of the club, except to say that they 
have all been successful in the highest degree, and have 
served as potent factors in the direction of closer personal 
fellowship among the members of the trade. 

The first annual meeting of the club was held on March 
18, 1893, in the parlors of the Cosmopolitan Hotel. Presi- 
dent W. H. Williams reported that the board of governors 
had entered into a contract with the Postal Telegraph 
Cable Co., for ten years for the top floor of the new build- 
ing then being erected on Broadway and Murray Street. 
He added that it was expected the rooms would be ready 
for occupancy by November ist, which hopeful prophecy, 
as later events showed, was called in for reconsideration 
and extension. Secretary J. L. Varick reported that there 
were at that date a total membership of 228 resident and 
61 non-resident members, ora total of 289, ‘‘ which,” he 
added, ‘‘ considering that we are as yet without any abid- 
ing place, we cannot but feel it a very satisfactory condi- 
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tion, and warrants taking upon ourselves the carrying out 
the proposed plans.”’ 

On recommendation of the nominating committee, the 
members of the board of governors, whose names are 
above given, were unanimously elected as successors to 
themselves. A resolution was offered by William A. Gra. 
ham, and unanimously adopted, that ‘‘It is the sense of 
this meeting that the action of the board of governors in 
leasing from the Postal Telegraph Cable Co., rooms for 
the use of this club, as reported to this meeting by the 
president, meets with the approval of the members of this 
club.” 

It may be said in passing, that the gentlemen named 
above as members of the first board of governors of the 
Hardware Club of New York, have served continuously in 
this responsible position until the present date, with the 
exception that on the death of William H. Williams, 
George H. Sargent was elected in his stead; and that con- 
sequent on the removal of Brace Hayden to San Francisco, 
and the refusal of Charles Daly to allow the use of his 
name for re-election, in 1898, James D. Foot and George J. 
Laighton were elected as members of the board. The 
utmost harmony has always existed among the members 
of the board. and it is only uttering a truism to state that 
each gentleman has worked to his best ability for the gen- 
eral good of the club. Mr. Williams served as president 
until his untimely and lamented death on August 14, 1895, 
when Peter McCartee was chosen as his successor, and has 
since filled the same cffice by successive re-elections. R. H. 
Swayze served without interruption as vice-president of 
the club until 1898, when he positively declined to again 
serve, and George H. Sargent was elected in his stead. 
Thomas F. Keating, treasurer, has been re-elected from 
year to year; and J. L. Varick, secretary, had the honor 
of re-election from year to year until 1898, when he also 
declined a renomination, and James H. Kennedy was 
elected in his place. 

The summer of 1893 was passed in patient waiting for 
the completion of the proposed club rooms. At the first 
fall meeting of the board, held on October 4th, the grati-

fying announcement was made that atotal membership of 
314 had been reached, which fact spoke volumes for the 
stability and character of the club, and for the patriotism 
of the members, who, as yet, were existing without a 
home, and living entirely upon hope and the promises 0 
the future. 

A special meeting of the club was held at the Cosmopol- 
itan Hotel on December 22nd, the object of which was 
‘‘to receive reports from the board of governors as to the 
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progress of the club, and decide in regard to the furnishing 
of the rooms, and to consider such other matters as may 
be brought before the club.”’ The attendance was very 
general. President Williams reported in full as to what 
had been done in regard to the leasing of the proposed 
club rooms, and the report of Treasurer Keating showed 
that the finances of the club were in a healthful and prom- 
ising condition. Peter McCartee, chairman of the house 
committee, presented a report on behalf of that body, 
stating that the best technical assistance had been obtained 
for the fitting and furnishing of the rooms, and giving a

detailed explanation as to the proposed purchases which 
the club had in mind. A resolution was adopted, endors- 
ing the course pursued by the board of governors, and 
pledging the club toa loyal support and co-operation in 
the future. 

The board of governors had the pleasure of meeting on 
April 18, 1894, for the first time in the new club rooms in 
the Postal Telegraph Building. A great deal of business 
was transacted in the way of minor details in relation to 
the opening and occupancy, etc, It was decided that 
there should be a formal opening of the club house. 

The long-expected for once actually happened, and 
early in May it was the privilege and pleasure of the board 
of governors to announce that after long delay, patient 
waiting and arduous labor upon the part of all, the new 
rooms were ready for occupancy, and would be formally 
opened for inspection on Thursday, May 31st, while the 
club would actually begin house keeping on the day suc- 
ceeding, which memorable event stands as a red-letter 
day in the annals of the club—June 1, 1894. Over two 
years had elapsed since the club had come into existence, 
during which time it had existed only upon paper, and in 
the hopeful and patriotic good-will of its members. 

On May 31st, the doors of the club rooms were thrown 
open to the members, and their guests, some two thous- 
and tickets of invitation having been issucd. A very large 
proportion of the membership were able to be present, 
with many guests, and from 11 A M. to 5 P. M. the rooms 
were filled with a constantly changing stream of visitors, 
among whom were many ladies; the club extending hospi- 
tality in the form of a choice lunch. At that date the 
membership had reached a total of 365. On June Ist the 
actual house-keeping commenced, and the club felt justi- 
fied in regarding itself as having been successfully launched 
upon a career which has been in every respect fully equal 
to the highest expectations of those who had labored so 
long and faithfully to make the organization a success. 

The first annual meeting of the club as such held in the 
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new club rooms, was on June 25, 1894, which was an ad. 
journed meeting from March, when the constitution pre. 
scribes that the annual meeting shall be held, at which 
a quorum was notin attendance. At the meeting in June 
an elaborate report was presented by Eugene Bissell, 
chairman of the house committee, in which he touched 
upon the condition of the club at the time, and suggested 
its future in the following apt words: 

‘¢In conclusion, let me add, that our members are now 
located in quarters they can call their own. Your club js 
fairly and successfully launched, and ready to fulfil the 
mission for which it was organized. It now remains for 
its members to keep it in the high position to which it be- 
longs. Your board of governors cannot do this alone 

It needs the assistance of each and every member to aid 
in its advancement. 

This club now enjoys an excellent reputation, and it 
should be the aim of all its members to see that its pres. 
ent standard is not lowered. Your committee may have 
made some errors (and it would be surprising if they had 
not,) but such as they are, we hope you will overlook 
them. We thank you for the confidence you have reposed 
in your committee, and trust the result of their labors up 
to the present time meets with your approval.” 

There is very little to be said concerning the detailed 
history between that day of successful opening and the 
present. There have been many accessions to member- 
ship between that date and this, some resignations, and a 
number of lamented losses by death. 

In the death of William H. Williams, the first president 
of the club, which occurred suddenly on August 14, 1895, 
the officers and members felt that they had lost a true and 
beloved friend, a faithful counselor, and a wise and care- 
ful executive officer. Mr. Williams devoted to the club 
his best energies, and gave to its interests most faithful 
and patriotic service, and it seems appropriate in this con- 
nection to quote briefly the following from the resolutions 
adopted by the board at that time, as they fully and ade-

quately express the sense of the members of the board of 
governors concerning their loss and that of the club: 

‘‘We desire to place upon record our appreciation of 
the invaluable services rendered this club by William Hil- 
ton Williams, whose death has come to us and to the mem- 
bership of the club of which he was the honored and eff- 
cient president, as a personal sorrow. We recognize the 
influential part which he had in the organization of the 
club and in the subsequent direction of its affairs. He 
possessed in a marked degree, not only the qualities which 
made him an efficient and felicitous presiding officer, but 
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e combination of wisdom, energy, breadth of view and

These 
traits, together with a charm of manner and a sincere 
cordiality and courtesy, and the honor in which he was 
held for his personal worth, contributed to make him an 
ideal president. To this office he was repeatedly chosen, 
and has been the club’s only president.”

Article III: Any person of good character, and whose 
experience and qualifications in the Hardware business are 
satisfactory to the committee, may become a member, on 
receiving a two-thirds vote of the members present at any 
regular business meeting of the Association. 

Article IV: Each application for membership shall be 
accompanied by a payment of an initiation fee of $1.00. 
Each member shall pay to the treasurer a monthly due of 
twenty five cents. Any member failing to meet this re. 
quirement shall be duly warned by the treasurer, and if 
at the end of four months has not cancelled his indebted. 
ness, he may forfeit his membership in the Association. 

Article V: The officers of this Association shall be and 
rank as follows: President, vice-president, secretary and 
treasurer, who, with two other members chosen by the As- 
sociation, shall constitute the Executive Committee. The 
officers shall be chosen by ballot at each annual meeting, 
and shall hold their offices until their successors are duly 
chosen and qualified. 

Article VI: The regular business meetings of the Asso- 
ciation shall be held on the first Monday evening of each 
month, unless otherwise specified in the call of the secre. 
tary. The annual meeting of the Association shall be held 
the first Monday evening of October, and the semi-annnal 
meeting on the first Monday evening of April of each 
year. Special meetings may be called by the secretary, 
upon the instruction of the president. 

Article VII: No intoxicating liquors shall be drunk in the 
Association rooms, and any member guilty of such offense 
makes himself liable to expulsion from the Association. 
No betting or card playing for money or other valuable con- 
sideration will be tolerated. All members are urged to 
refrain from profane speech, and are expected to conduct 
themselves in such an orderly and gentlemanly manner as 
will do credit to themselves and to the Association.

The president called the meeting to order and said, in 
part: 

Gentlemen of the Iowa Hardware Jobbers’ Association ;

At the suggestion of our executive committee, you have 
left your offices and stores, and, at some expense and more 
or less inconvenience, you have again assembled for the 
purpose of mutual interchange of ideas that may tend to 
the advancement of your individual interests and profit as 
well as to promote the welfare of our organization.

much to the interest of the cccasion. The social features 
of the meeting were alunch given by the president, his 
wife as hostess personally presiding. At each plate was 
a beautiful hand-painted souvenir in design emblematical 
of the trade. They were in the form of hatchets, axes, 
shovels, coal-hods, etc., etc. The floral decorations were 
also designed to represent articles of Hardware. A drive 
upon the Government Island, and inspection of the Arsenal 
followed.

At the meeting of February 24, 1897, the principles of 
this Association and the purposes for which it was formed, 
were formally set forth as follows, and we take the liberty 
of adding the same, as of general interest to the trade: 

We claim the right to supply our goods to consumers, 
factories and builders, and we demand protection in this 
right from those from whom we buy—viz., the manufac- 
turers and jobbers of Hardware, stoves, etc. We pledge 
our support and preference to all jobbers and manufactur- 
ers who are willing to recognize these principles, and will 
market their product through the legitimate channels of 
trade; but will refuse to purchase from those who seek to 
estabiish direct communication with consumers. 

I. Protection of our members from interference with our 
customers and trade by those from whom we purchase. 

2. Influencing efforts against demoralization in prices of 
leading staples. 

3. Protection of members against losses through bad 
debts. 

4. Combined efforts in influencing legislation beneficial 
to our interests, and in dealing with arbitrary measures of 
large corporations. 

5. Concerted action in favor of or condemning changes 
in established business methods of manufacturers and job- 
bers. 
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6. Social intercourse and discussion of subjects of inter. 
est to the Hardware trade. 

One of the most important provisions of the constitution 
is as follows: 

An investigating committee of three members shall be 
elected annually at the annual meeting of the Association, 
It shall be the duty of this committee to receive and in. 
vestigate all complaints, provided such complaints are 
made in writing and signed by the party or parties ag. 
grieved, and that said complaints be accompanied by aff- 
davits or other evidence to form a proper basis of com- 
plaints or source of investigation. They shall endeavor to 
adjust amicably all such grievance or complaints, and, if 
unsuccessful, shall bring the matter before the Executive 
Board for action. All traveling or other legitimate ex. 
penses of this committee shall be paid from the funds of 
the Association. 


Minneapolis Hardware Association. 


Lditer Hardware: The Minneapolis Hardware Association, 
of Minneapolis, Minn., was formed on February 6, 1894, 
with a membership of thirteen retail dealers in this city, 
and at present March, 1898, has a membership of twenty- 
four dealers, who represent as many individual firms. Our 
plan was only to include those doing a retail Hardware 
business in this city, and this plan has been adhered to. 
We realized that we needed some sort of an organization, in 
order to meet the strong competition we find in ‘he de- 
partment stores. 

We have accomplished much in the way of a more 
friendly feeling among the members of our Association, 
and I think our united efforts will eventually be of great 
aid to our Association, even though it may not drive the 
department stores into bankruptcy. 

1 will only say at this time, that we are thoroughly satis- 
fied with what has already been accomplished, and we are 
planning a more aggressive work with the feeling that we 
are organized, and able to strike harder blows in the fu- 
ture.

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E.wiior Hardware: The geographical territory covered by 
the New England Iron & Hardware Association, comprises 
the entire New England States. There is, however, an 
Association in that portion of New England west of Gardi- 
ner, Warren and Webster, Massachusetts, and State of 
Connecticut, called the Western New England Iron & Hard- 
ware Association, formed to co-operate with the heavy 
Hardware department of this Association. 

The first steps taken to bring our Association into exist- 
ence was a desire on the part of a few jobbers dealing in 
heavy Hardware, to obtain better prices on certain lines of 
goods, which were by force of competition, driven down to 
cost. 

The first meeting of our Association was held in May, 
1893, at which time a few houses in the heavy Hardware 
line came together. It was thought best at that time, in 
order that the proposed Association might have sufficient

On June 14, 1893, the organization was completed, and 
entitled the Iron & Hardware Association. The officers 
chosen to preside over the deliberations consisted of a 
board of eight directors, to be chosen by the stockholders, 
and by a majority vote of those present, voting at any an- 
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nual meeting. The directors and other officers were to 
hold their office for one year, and until their successors 
were chosen and qualified. The officers were to consist of 
a president, a clerk and a treasurer. When the by-laws 
and constitution were adopted, arrangements were made 
for the formation of a credit bureau, the general plan of 
which is the basis of our present one, and will be found be- 
low. 

The first annual meeting of the Association was held in 
June, 1894; the second in June, 1895; the third in June, 
1896; the fourth in June, 1897. 

In October, 1893, the name was changed to New England 
Iron & Hardware Association, and in May, 1894, the Asso- 
ciation was incorporated under the laws of Massachusetts. 

There are at present fifty-three members in our Associa- 
tion, composed entirely of jobbers located in the New Eng- 
land States, and certain manufacturers who are associate 
members.

Inasmuch as the Association, the history of which is 
briefly given above, is different in character from most 
Hardware Associations, in that it is organized with a capi- 
tal stock, we will take the liberty of adding some quotations 
from the by-laws, showing the methods under which the 
Association works, the labors of the committees, and the 
management of the bureau of credit, believing that the 


same will be of interest to the trade at large: 
CAPITAL STOCK. 

First. The capital stock of said Corporation shall be 
twenty-five hundred dollars, ($2,500.00), and shall be di- 
vided into one hundred (100) shares of the par value of 
twenty-five dollars ($25 00) each. 

Second. The owner of a share shall be considered a 
stockholder within the meaning of these by-laws; and at 
all meetings of the stockholders one vote shall be counted 
for each and every share represented and voted upon. 

Third. The certificates of stock in said Corporation 
shall be under the seal of the Corporation, signed by its 
Treasurer, and countersigned by the President; and each 
certificate of stock shall be issued upon the following ex- 
press condition, whlch shall be printed on the face 
thereof: 

This certificate is issued upon the express condition that 
neither the owner, nor his legal representatives, shall 
pledge, sell, or otherwise dispose of the whole or any part 
thereof without prior thereto offering in writing the same 
to the Treasurer of said Corporation at its par value, and 
giving him at least thirty days’ notice within which to ac- 
cept said offer, and that the owner thereof shall pay his 
annual dues according to the by-laws of this Corporation ; 
and any breach of these conditions shall forfeit all right of 
said owner, or his legal representative, in said stock: and 
the title to said stock shall thereupon become vested in said 
Treasurer for the benefit of the other stockholders in said 
Corporation. 

DUTY OF MEMBERS. 

It shall be the duty of the members to report all debtors 
as ‘‘ Delinquents” who fail to settle their accounts within 
a reasonable time after demand, or when the debtor shall 
have been refused credit; and as ‘‘ Unworthy ” all persons 
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obtaining goods through fraud or any improper means; 
and as ‘: Undesirable ”’ all persons habitually making claims 
for allowances, generally failing to keep their agreements, 
and slow in payment; and no member shall sell on credit 
to any person reported by the Corporation through its 
bureau ‘‘ Delinquent” or ‘‘ Unworthy.”’ 

COMMITEES. 

The Committees of the Board shall be as follows; and 
each Committee shall be composed of not less than three 
members chosen by a majority vote of the Directors present 
and voting; and shall have the power to add to their num- 
ber not exceeding five shareholders in the Corporation who 
are not members of the Board of Directors: 

(2) Membership. 

(6) Heavy Hardware. 

(¢c) Shelf Hardware. 

(2) Metal Trade. 

(e) Bureau of Credit. 

(7) Arrangements. 

(g) Finance. 

HEAVY HARDWARE. 

It shall be the duty of said Committee to consider the 
establishment of uniform prices and customs in the heavy 
Hardware trade, and such other matters as said Committee 
may deem of interest to said trade; and report their con- 
clusions and recommendations to the shareholders and as- 
sociate members of the Association dealing in heavy Hard- 
ware. Said committee shall also have power to investigate 
and hear all complaints for breach of any of the agree- 
ments, rules, or understandings in the heavy Hardware 
trade; and report thereon to the shareholders and associate 
members of said Association dealing in heavy Hardware. 

SHELF HARDWARE. 

It shall be the duty of said Committee to consider the 
establishment of uniform prices and customs in the shelf 
Hardware trade, and kindred lines, and such other matters 
as said Committee may deem of interest to said trade; and 
report their conclusions and recommendations to the share- 
holders and associate members of the Association dealing 
in shelf Hardware and kindred lines. Said Committee shall 
also have power to investigate and hear all complaints for 
breach of any of the agreements, rules, or understandings 
in the shelf Hardware trade and kindred lines; and report 
thereon to the shareholders and associate members of said 
Association dealing in shelf Hardware and kindred lines. 

METAL TRADE. 

It shall be the duty of said Committee to consider the 
establishment of uniform prices and customs in the Metal 
Trade, and the regulation of any matters which said Com- 
mittee may deem of interest to said trade; and report their 
recommendations and conclusions to such parties in said 
trade as they see fit. Said Committee shall also have power 
to investigate and hear all complaints for breach of any of 
the agreements, rules, or understandings in the metal 
trade; and report thereon to the shareholders and associate 
members of said Association in said metal trade. 

BUREAU OF CREDIT. 

The following rules are hereby established for the guid- 
ance of said Committee: 

First. Said Committee shall have jurisdiction of all mat- 
ters of claims by and debts due to the members of this As- 
sociation, when referred to this Corporation; and its decis- 
ions thereon shall be final and binding upon the members 
therein. 

Second. Of all matters affecting delinquent debtors re- 
ferred to the Corporation by any member; to classify said 
debtors, and in the name of this Corporation send delin- 
quent debtor notices anc demand letters when requested 
by a member; and to take such other steps in reference to 
said claims, debts, and debtors as to said Committee may 
seem advisable. 

Third. To report all delinquent debtors referred to the 


Corporation who do not settle their accounts, claims, or 


debts within seven days after notification, to the members 
of the Association. 

Fourth. Cause to be kept on the books of the Corpora- 
tion, under the heading ‘* Undesirable,” the names of all 
persons reported by any member as slow in paying, habit- 
ually makinz claims for allowance, and generally failing to 
keep their agreements; and also to be kept on said books 
under the heading ‘‘ Unworthy,” the names of all persons 
reported by members as obtaining goods or credit through 
fraud or improper means; and also on said books, under 
the heading ‘‘ Delinquent,” the names of all persons re- 
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ported by any member whose account is not settled withip 
seven days from demand by the Corporation; and to sen 
a list of said names to each member weekly. 


Fifth To receive and hear all complaints against mem- 
bers for any breach of the by-laws as to the duty of mem. 
bers in respect to undesirable customers and delinquent 
and unworthy debtors; and to report its decision thereon 
to the members monthly. 


Sixth. To contract such bills for stationery, printing, 
and other expenses, including the services of a secretary, 
as may seem to them necessary. 


New York and Brooklyn’s Attempt. 


This is the brief record of an association that failed to 
accomplish that which it set out to do, due, perhaps, to the 
fact that it appeared prematurely before the trade was 
ready to accept the Hardware Association as an accom. 
plished fact, and due, perhaps, to the fact that it attempted 
too much. 

On February 16, 1891, Frank Vanderbilt, dealer in Hard- 
ware, house furnishing goods, etc., at No. 1301 Broadway, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., issued a circular in which he said: *] 
would like to consult you and others (in some suitable 
place), that are in my line of business, to see if we cannot 
form ourselves into a Protective Association. What we 
must do is to stop wholesale firms from selling their wares 
at retail and placing their goods into stores that do our 
business an injury. Iclaim we can do it, and I am still 
sure we shall reap a rich reward for our labor. We must 
get together and show our strength and power; refuse to 
buy of said firms, and you will find that they will soon get 
weak. What right have they to sell a stove and repairs at 
retail? If you think favorably of this, please talk with 
others that you know, and be kind enough to write me 
your answer, and also get them to write me.” 

Several meetings were held in response to this request. 
Robert Anderson, of Anderson Bros, No. 394 Grove 
Street, Jersey City, N. J, has written us concerning the 
same. ‘‘I was secretary of the organization,” said he, 
‘‘and a great many dealers were ready to join, and did so 
to the extent of paying their dues, but it seemed impossible 
to get a representative attendance at meetings. In re- 
sponse to personal requests, dealers would say, ‘ Yes, go 
ahead and form your organization. We needit. We will 
join.’ Beyond paying their dues, they did little or no 
work. 

‘As to the cause of the death of the organization, I 
would state that in my opinion its scope was too large, 
taking in as it did all branches of the retail trade, together 
with lack of individual personal effort on the part of the 
members. The organization held several meetings in New 
York and Brooklyn, reports of which I furnished you at the 
time.”’ 

At one of the earlier meetings of the organization named, 
the Hardware & Stove Dealers’ Association, it was resolved 
that the members should withdraw their patronage from 
all concerns which persisted in selling to outsiders, or in 
retailing goods at less than retail prices. The officers 
were: Frank Vanderbilt, Brooklyn, president; John W. 
Stantial, New York, treasurer; Robert Anderson, Jersey 
City, secretary. The initiation fees were fixed at $2, and 
monthly dues at 25 cents, Several meetings were subse- 
quently held, and steps were taken for the drafting of an 
address to the wholesale dealers. On July 10, 1891, one of 
the members wrote to //ardware, ‘‘ The effects of this mat- 
ter are already being felt. Both the wholesale men, and 
the local organizations of the retail dealers in their respec- 
tive cities have given their attention to the subject.”’ 

The matter seems to have ended practically then and 
there, as the organization grew beautifully less in interest 
and regularity of meetings thereafter, until, as Mr. Ander- 
son writes us, it became a beautiful and interesting remin- 
iscence, 
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histor Hardware: The movement for the creation of this 


Association seems to have originated at St. Cloud, the 
home of our worthy president, to whom much credit is 
due for attending to the preliminary work of calling the 


Hardware dealers of the State together, at St. Paul, on 
April 29, 1897, when over two hundred business men met 


to devise ways and means of correcting the evils of which 
they had so long and bitterly complained. Senator Steb- 
bins, of Rochester, was elected temporary chairman, a 


working constitution was framed and adopted, and by-laws 
for the regulation of the Association were made. In recog- 
nition of the services already performed, and of his ability 
further advance the interests of the Association, 
Charles F. Ladner was elected president, A. T. Stebbins, 
vice-president, and b. W. How, treasurer. The following 
gentlemen were elected as the executive committee: C. F. 
Stremel, W. H. Tomlinson, Clement Schroeder, M. R. 
O'Neill, Jas. E. O’Brien, John Karst, Edward A. Moye, 
Chas. F. Ladner, A. T. Stebbins. 

The large number of dealers present, and the fact that 
sixty of them then and there paid their money and became 
charter members, is positive proof that they were gathered 
together with a firm and steadfast resolution to form the 
nucleus from which it was believed much benefit would re- 
sult to the Hardware business of the State. While the 
number to join at this time was, perhaps, not as great as it 
might have been, yet it was none the less a record-breaker 
to start with, as will be seen later by comparison. 

The following day the executive committee met. The 
question of ways and means was discussed, and plan of 
action decided upon. President Ladner was requested to 
prepare a circular letter to the trade, and to attend to any 
work that might be necessary, until such time as a perma- 
nent secretary could be arranged for. Mr. Ladner had the 
circular letter prepared at once, and by May 15th it was in 
the hands of the dealers throughout the State. It was an 
earnest invitation to join, and an application blank was en- 
closed for that purpose. A copy of the constitution and 
by-laws was also sent. In the meantime, while the leaven 
was working, President Ladner had issued a call for a meet- 
ing of the executive committee to be held at St. Paul, June 
3rd, at 10:30 A. M. This meeting was called to order by 
him, all members being present. E. A. Moye acted as 
secretary. A memorial from the Minneapolis Hardware 
Association was presented by Mr. Stremel, endorsing the 
resolutions of the State organization. A committee con- 
sisting of Messrs. Stremel, O’Brien and Stebbins was ap- 
pointed to draft a letter to be sent to the jobbers and man- 
ufacturers, setting forth the objects of the Association. A 
letter to the retail dealers of the State was prepared, and 
the secretary instructed to send it out as soon as possible. 
A recess until 2 o’clock was taken, at which time committee 
on letter reported. On motion it was reported, and 
the secretary instructed to send copies of it, and the con- 
stitution and by-laws, to all jobbers and manufacturers do- 
ing business in this State, and to all trade newspapers. J. 
W. Clark was selected as secretary of the Association. On 
motion, Mr. O'Neill and President Ladner were authorized 
to select and furnish an office in the city of St. Paul. The 
office of the secretary has since been removed to No. 323 
Boston Block, Minneapolis. 

The first work of the secretary was to prepare a complete 
list of retail dealers of the State, and it was found that 
there were nearly 2,500 dealers selling Hardware in this 


to still 


State. Upon investigation, jobbers were found responsible 
for this. The list included well diggers, tin shops, black- 
smiths, repair men, junk shops and supply houses. ‘After 
checking and rechecking several lists and reports, a revised 
list of nearly 1,300 names of retail Hardware dealers was 
completed. 

The Minnesota Association, when organized April 29, 
1897, had sixty charter members, but has since increased 
its membership over four hundred per cent., having to-day 
352 members in good standing, making it the largest retail 
Hardware association in the United States. We have 
members in every county in the State, (where there is a 
Hardware dealer) with the exception of three. No other 
association has prepared and sent lists of jobbers and man- 
ufacturers to all Hardware dealers in its State as we have 
done. In doing this it has given us much greater power 
and influence than otherwise would have been possible in 


the beginning. Owing to the expense, it may be deemed 
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necessary to send reports to members only in the future, 
and now having such a large and influential number of 
dealers as members, this plan can no doubt be adopted 
with safety. Those dealers who have supported the Asso- 
ciation as non-members will see that it is hardly fair to 
reap unless they sow, and will probably send in their fees 
and become members soon. 

The first annual meeting of the Association was held in 
Minneapolis on February 9 and Io, 1898, President Charles 
F. Ladner in the chair. The annual report of the presi- 
dent and secretary were read, and the showing of the 
treasurer was to the effect that the Association was in good 
financial condition. 

The first business that came before the Association was 
the election of officers for the coming year, the following 
being chosen: 

President: C. F. Ladner, St. Cloud. 

Vice-President: A. T. Stebbins, Rochester. 

Executive Committee: W. H. Tomlinson, Le Sueur; 
Frank Stremel, Minneapolis; Chas. Schleck, St. Paul; J. E. 
O’Brien, Crookston; J. P. Watson, Marshall; E. A. Moye, 
Duluth; Clement Schroeder, Mankato, 
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A number of addresses were delivered, and interesting 
papers read, all of which were recently reported in the 
trade journals so that it will not be necessary to refer to 
them here. ‘The following resolutions among others were 
adopted ; 

IVhereas, It appears that the Retail Furniture Deaters’ 
Association of Minnesota, North and South Dakota are 
working alov-g the same lines, and for the same purpose as 
our own Association, and 

Whereas, It is desirable that we shall have the aid and as- 
sistance of other organizations of business men in kindred 
lines in the reform which we are seeking to accomplish, 
therefore be it 

resolved, That we pledge our members to use their per- 
sonal influence with the furniture dealers in their respec- 
tive towns to give their aid and support—and their mem- 
bership—to the Association of Retail Furniture Dealers, 
firmly believing as we Go that the strengthening of this and 
kindred organizations of retail merchants will be an impor- 
tant element in the educational campaign to which our As- 
sociation is committed and for which it was formed. 

The session was one which showed great interest on the 
part of all who were present. To-day we have 352 loyal 
members, and a corps of full working officials whose hearts 
are entirely interested in the work they have undertaken. 

We believe that we are the first Hardware Association to 
take up the work of fighting catalogue houses and depart- 
ment stores along the lines as conducted by us, and plac- 
ing the jobbers and manufacturers on record, and mailing 
our members a list of them.

New York & Vermont Association. 
keditor Hardware: The Eastern New York & Vermont 
Hardware & Iron Association covers the territory which 
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its title defines, though the word ‘ Eastern” may not ac- 
curately convey to ones mind the exact boundaries in this 
great Empire State of New York. Ultimately our limits 
will be from the Canada line on the north from its extreme 
eastern portion west to and including St. Lawrence county, 
south along the western line of Herkimer, Otsego, Dela- 
ware, Sullivan and Orange counties, and the entire terri- 
tory east of this line to the New Englard States; besides 
this, the whole State of Vermont.

son, Rondout, N. Y.; Joseph F. Whalen, Burlington, Vt. 

Uniform prices of a few leading articles in heavy Hard- 
ware, viz: horse shoes, horse nails, springs, axles and steel 
of several kinds, have been agreed upon, which are prac- 
tically the same as those of the sister Associations in New 
England. Correspondence will be carried on through the 
officers, relative to abuses and irregularities that may arise, 
and every measure will be considered that will conserve to 
our mutual interest. 

Efforts to draw into our Association those deale-¢s in our 
teiritory not enrolled, as members, will at once be made, 
and it is hoped and expected that in a short time, while we 
may be the youngest, our aspirations are to be one of the 
strongest and most useful organizations of our kind.

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Ldiiory Hardware: For the benefit of your readers, and 
our brother Hardware dealers, | take pleasure in submit- 
ting to you a synopsis of the work done in connection with 
the orvanizing and perfectiug of the North Dakota Retail 
Hardware Association, and I trust that it may contain in it 
some information that will assist in stimulating the retail 
Hardware dealers in unorganized States, to a point where 
they will at once start to perfect organizations, and join 
with is and other kindred State associations, in our grand 
National Association, to be composed of every available re- 
tail Hardware dealer in the United States. 

In June last, a correspondence was started among the 
Hardware dealers throughout the State, to ascertain the 
feeling relative to forming an association, in North Dakota, 
of such dealers. It happened that the work of agitating 
the advisability of forming such an association, fell to me, 
and on August 16, 1897, | prepared a circular letter and 
sent it toevery regular Hardware dealer in the State, ask- 
ing an expression on such matters as: 

Are you in favor of an organization ? 

Will you become a member ? 

Will you send a representative to help organize ? 

When do you consider the most desirable time for hold- 
ing first meeting ? 

What town would you prefer first meeting held in? 

After receiving the replies and comparing notes, they in- 
dicated, without a doubt, that the trade throughout the 
State wanted an association, and wanted it at once. 

On September 15th, I sent out acall signed by seventy 
Hardware dealers scattered throughout the State, for a 
meeting to be held in Grand Forks, September 29th. 

This was an unfortunate time of the year for the first 
meeting, as it was probable that all dealers were busy, and 
could only leave their business with difficulty, but for all 
that, the meeting was an enthusiastic one, and those in at- 
tendance, feeling fully convinced that an organization of 
the Hardware dealers of the State was what was wanted, 
organized then, with twenty-eight members, and perfected 
an asscciation with Clark W. Kelley, Devil’s Lake, presi- 
dent; C. F. Jacob, Hillsboro, vice-president; Geo. A. Mc- 
Crea, Drayton, treasurer; C. N. Barnes, Grand Forks, 
secretary; and with seven members, as follows, that con- 
stituted the executive board: H.N. Joy, Hamilton; H. F. 
Strehlow, Casselton; W. H. Pinkerton, Lakota; J. C. Le- 
Beau, Grand Forks; T. F. Newgard, Grafton; A. S. Dunt- 
ley, Grandin; A. J. Smith, Fessenden. 

From the very start, every dealer in attendance at the 
initiatory meeting worked hard to get the Hardware dealers 
throughout the State to come into the Association, and I 
can assure you that it is with a great deal of pleasure that 
[am able to report the North Dakota Retail Hardware As- 
sociation as one of the largest in the United States, as com- 
pared with the number of available Hardware dealers in 
the State. 

The solicitation of members has been almost entirely 
through the correspondence of the officers, but the Asso- 
ciation has among its friends several traveling salesmen, 
selling Hardware in the different towns throughout the 
State, that have furnished valuable assistance to the Asso- 
ciation in procuring new members and explaining to doubt- 
ing dealers ‘‘ Why our organization was commendable,” 
and to these traveling men I believe our Association is 
greatly indebted. 


At the present time our membership numbers over one 
hundred loyal dealers out of a possible 190 legitimate Hard- 
ware dealers, and covers all parts of the State, having 
members in every county where there is a Hardware dealer, 
but three; in one county in the State we have every dealer, 
several counties we haveall but one or two, and in many 
two-thirds of all the dealers. 

As it was only last September that we first organized, we 
have held but one annual meeting, that one being held at 
Fargo on February 16th. It was well attended, and an 
enthusiastic one from start to finish. The time was occu- 
pied in a general discussion of any and all matters that 
were suggested by members, but one of the most impor- 
tant that was taken up at this meeting was the sanction of 
our Association to the perfecting of a Northwestern Asso- 
ciation, which was mapped out at the Minnesota meeting a 
week prior. From the start, it was very evident that our 
organization wanted the formation of a Northwestern Asso- 
ciation, and it was by a very unanimous vote of the con- 
vention that the resolution to form such an association was 
adopted. 

As it now stands, we have an Association of about one 
thousand members distributed throughout the States of 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and North Dakota. While we have 
perfected the Northwestern Association, we do not in any 
way give up our State organizations, and I am very proud 
of the great interest the members throughout the State 
and the officers of the Association are taking in the work 
since our Fargo meeting. 

At the annual meeting there were but few changes made 
in officers or executive board, but as the southern part of 
the State had but small representation on the executive 
committee, it was divided up at this meeting, so all parts 
of the Staie are now with representation. 

As it now stands, the A sociation has for its president, 
Clark W. Kelley, Devil’s Lake; vice-president, C. F. Jacob, 
Hillsboro; treasurer, H. N. Joy, Hamilton; secretary, C. 
N. Barnes, Grand Forks; and executive committee: H. 
Harrington, Fargo; W. R. McIntosh, Bottineau; H. B, 
Allen, Jamestown; I. L. Newgard, Grafton; H. L. East- 
man, Wahpeton; A. J. Smith, Fessenden; W. H. Pinker- 
ton, Lakota. 

The principal work of our Association since its formation 
has been to try and check, as much as possible, the sale of 
Hardware by jobbers and manufacturers to the department 
stores and catalogue houses, and in this particular feature 
of our work we have accomplished a great deal. From the 
very large proportion of all jobbers and manufacturers so- 
liciting trade in the Northwest, they have pledged their 
support in our work, and in every case where they have 
promised to co-operate with us, I have never learned, nor 
has my attention ever been called to a case, where they 
have done anything but what they agreed to do. 

In our State we have but one meeting of the Association 
each year; our next will not be held until February 15, 1899, 
but our executive board meets at such times as the presi- 
dent deems necessary to transact business. 

I would say, in conclusion, that if there are any Statesin 
the Union that contemplate organizing and feel that they 
have 20 grievance to contend with in the line of depart- 
ment stores and catalogue houses, that such States when 
organized will feel more than repaid for the labor in organ- 
izing, from the mere fact of becoming acquainted with their 
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brother dealers throughout their own State and exchanging 
ideas and discussing conditions as they exist.

Editor Hardware: Complying with your request of the 
7th ult., Iam pleased to give you below a short historical 
outline of the New York State Association of Hardware 
Jobbers. 

It was during the summer of 1888, during a friendly con- 
versation among a few Hardware jobbers in the city of 
Rochester, that it was suggested by John W. Goss, of the 
Weaver & Goss Hardware Co., that a social meeting of the 
trade in New York State be held, with the object of caus- 
ing a closer acquaintance between competitors, leading up 
to greater confidence and relations which would result in 
greater prosperity. It was on these lines that this Asso- 
ciation was formed, and on the same lines that it has ever 
since carried on its work. We believe that the results 
accomplished since organization have fully justified its 
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existence. Without any idea of forming a close corpora- 
tion which should unjustly restrict prices, but with the 
object of creating a more friendly intercourse between its 
members, which would do away with some of the evils of 
unfriendly competition which formerly existed, we believe 
that we have attained our aim. 

The first meeting of this Association was held in the 
city of Rochester, October 30, 1888. 

We hold about five meetings during the year, which 
are held in different cities of the State in rotation. 

The territory affected by this organization is principally 
New York State and northern Pennsylvania. 

The officers elected for the first year were, Robert 
McCarthy, Syracuse, President; C. E. Walbridge, Buffalo, 
Vice-President; James W. Eager, of Syracuse, Secretary 
and Treasurer. These offices have since then been in the 
hands of various members of the organization. 

At the present time the officers are Charles H. Turner, 
Albany, President; J. W. Black, Syracuse, Vice-President ; 
S. J. Weaver, Rochester, Secretary and Treasurer.

ing of the Hardware dealers of Hartford, held at the store 
of Tracy, Tarbox & Robinson, at 8 o’clock P. M., at which 


meeting all the dealers in Hartford were represented, with 
the single exception of R. D. Hawley & Co. Committees 
were appointed, who reported at a meeting held August 
12, 1889. The object of this Association shall be: To 
bring about a better acquaintance among the members, to 
promote harmony and good feeling between members, and 
provide such protective measures as shall, from time to 
time, appear to be necessary to the welfare of this Associa- 
tion.” 

The membership at that time was composed of these

An expert has contrived the following statement to show 
the economy effected by labor-saving machinery: One 
man and two boys do the work which it required 1100 
spinners to do but a small number of years ago. One man 
does the work now of 50 weavers, who were required at the 
time of his grandfather. Cotton printing machines have re- 
placed 1500 per cent. of hand labor. One machine, with 
one man as attendant, manufactures as many horseshoes in 
one day as it would take 500 men to make in the same time. 
One nail machine has taken the place of 1000 men. In the 
manufacture of paper 95 per cent. of hand labor has been 
replaced. By the use of machinery in loading and unload- 
ing ships one man can perform the labor of 2000 men work- 
ing without its aid. Steel ties machinery produces 4 
saving of 500 per cent. Typesetting machines effect 
an economy of 150 per cent.—American Exporter.

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kiitor Hardware: The Michigan Hardware Association 
was organized mainly through the efforts of F. 5. Carlton, 
of Calumet, who, thinking that an organization of Hardware 
dealers might be effected, sent circular letters to a number 
of firms throughout the State. 

In response to these letters, about twenty firms sent rep- 


resentatives to Detroit, July 9, 1895, where our first meet-

ing was held, and the Michigan Hardware Association was 
organized with the following officers: 

President: F. S. Carlton, Calumet. 

Vice-President: H. C. Weber, Detroit. 

Secretary and Treasurer: H. C. Minnie, Eaton Rapids. 

The work or the first meeting consisted in forming the 
constitution and by-laws, after the adoption of which the 
meeting adjourned. A special meeting, held in Saginaw, 
February 12, 1896, was full of interest to the members. 
The membership had increased to fifty: topics of vital in- 
terest to the Hardware trade, wholesale and retail, were 
taken up at the sessions of this convention, and discussed. 
Among other subjects brought up for debate were the lien 
laws of Michigan and the present nail card, after which 
some very interesting papers were given. The meeting 
closed with an elaborate banquet.

A committee was appointed to draft a suitable lien law. 
The papers given at this gathering were full of good points 
and all felt benefited by them. 

H. C. Weber, of Detroit, was elected president; C. F. 
Bock, of Battle Creek, -as vice-president; and H. C. Minnie 
of Eaton Rapids, secretary and treasurer. Among the 
social features of this meeting was a fine banquet and a 
trip on the Detroit river. 

The enthusiasm of the members was now thoroughly 
aroused, and all prophesied that the Michigan Hardware 
Association was bound to be a success. 

The Association held its second annual ocnvention at 
Battle Creek, July 14. and 15, 1897, and a profitable time, 
both from a business and social point of view, was enjoyed 
by all. 
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The attendance was good; roll call showing one hundred 
and thirty-one members, and the matters under discussion 
could not fail to be of interest to the Hardware dealers 
generally. 

During the past year we have secured the passage of a 
new lien law, and now Michigan can boast of having the 
best lien law of any State in the Union. 

It not only protects the laborer but the person who fur- 
nishes the material as well. The Association had the law 
printed with instructions how to put a lien on property 
without the assistance of an attorney, and the same is fur- 
nished to its members.

Mr. Bock is at present devoting considerable time to vis- 
iting Hardware dealers in the larger cities of Michigan, in 
the interest of the Association.

We now number about two hundred. The next annual 
meeting will be held at Detroit, July 13 and 14, 1898, and 
we hope to have a large attendance. We take the oppor- 
tunity offered through the columns of your valuable paper 
to invite all Hardware dealers of the State to attend this 
meeting.

The sections of the constitution to which Mr. Minnie 
calls attention are as follows: 


Article XIII: Any manufacturer or jobber soliciting 
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orders or selling goods in any town or city where a mem- 
ber of the Michigan Hardware Dealers’ Asscciation is 
located and doing business, except to an exclusive Hard- 
ware dealer in such town or city, shall be considered as 
working against the interest of said Association; provided 
that nothing in this article shall be so construed as to pre- 
vent manufacturers or jobbers from selling to manufactur- 
ers in any town or city goods actually used in articles 
manufactured by them, nor from selling to railroad or 
transportation companies. 

Article XIV: It shall be the duty of all members to make 
complaint to the investigating committee of said Associa- 
tion, in accordance with the provisions of Article 8, of any 
violation of Article 13, by any manufacturer or jobber. If 
the investigating or executive committee are unable to 
amicably adjust the grievance complained of, it shall then 
be the duty of the Secretary of this Association to notify 
all members of this Association of the facts in the case. 

Article XV: Whenever any complaint has been entered 
against any manufacturer or jobber, charging a violation 
of the provisions of Article 13, it shall then become the 
duty of members of this Association to withhold his patron- 
age from said manufacturer or jobber until all such com- 
plaints as aforesaid have been satisfactorily adjusted. 


Wisconsin Hardware Association. 


kiditor Hardware: On December 8, 1896, a circular call 
was issued over the names of a large number of Hardware- 
men in the various parts of Wisconsin, calling a meeting 
of those interested in the formation of a Hardware organi- 
zation, to be composed of the dealers of this State. It was 
declared there that ‘‘the purpose of this meeting is to 
form a permanent organization, and to fix the time and 
select the place for holding the first annual meeting next 
sumimer.”” The response to this call was generous, and 
showed that the movement was one which deserved, and 
would receive, the generous and patriotic support of the 
dealers of the State. 

On February 9, 1897, in response to this call, a prelimin- 
ary meeting of Hardware dealers was held in Milwaukee, 
some forty retail merchants being present. The need of 
organized efforts for protection from the inroads of manu- 
facturers and jobbers, and for the promotion of a general 
feeling of confidence, was fully recognized. 

After the questions involved had been fully discussed, 
the following resolutions were adopted: 

‘* Resolved, That we demand of manufacturers and job- 
bers that they confine the sale of their wares to regular 
dealers, and that each and every member of this Associa- 
tion pledge himself to use all reasonable efforts to enforce 
this demand. 

‘* Resolved, Thatif any manufacturer or jobber furnish 
goods to any one not regularly engaged in the retail trade, 
the dealers affected shall report the same to the secretary, 
with affidavits or other proper proofs. The secretary shall 
then correspond with the offending manufacturer or jobber, 
and endeavor to adjust the matter, and in the event of a 
failure to so adjust a complaint, where the evidence is con- 
clusive, the secretary shall report the facts in the case to 
the members of the Association. 


‘¢ Resolved, That a cordial invitation is hereby extended 
to all legitimate and regular Hardware dealers to join with 
us in this Association, and that they send to the secretary 
the amount of dues for one year, and receive their certifi- 
cate of membership.” 

The Wisconsin Hardware Association thus came into 


being, and commenced its first year of labor by the elec- 
tion of the following officers: 


President: John Hughes, Fond du Lac. 

Vice-President: Andrew Noll, Chilton. 

Secretary: C. A. Peck, Berlin. 

Treasurer: W. H. Hay, Oshkosh. 

An executive committee was appointed, consisting of the 
officers above named, and in addition C. E. Dewey, Keno- 
sha; D. W. Ramsey, Madison; and A. H. Sheldon, Janes- 
ville. 

A constitution was adopted, declaring that the object of 
the Association should be ‘‘to promote the interests, and 
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secure the friendly co-operation of Hardware dealers.” [t 
was further declared that ‘‘ any person or firm who is ep. 
gaged in the Hardware business, is in good standing, and 
carrying a general assortment of stock, may become a 
member of this Association by subscribing to the constity-. 
tion, and paying the annual dues prescribed in the by- 
laws.” Regular meetings of the Association were to be 
held on the first Wednesday in February of each year, or 
as often as might be designated by the Association. 

Under this constitution, and governed by wishes for the 
best interests of the trade of the State, this Association has 
continued upon its way successfully, and is now in a most 
flourishing condition, with a membership of 161. 

The semi-annual meeting for 1897, was held in Milwau- 
kee on July 20th and 21st, and was one of exceeding in- 
terest. 

A programme of exceptional merit was carried out, in- 
cluding the reading of papers by a number of the leading 
Hardwaremen of the State. <A resolution was offered and 
unanimously adopted to the effect that ‘‘Any traveling 
Hardware salesman in this State shall be entitled to mem- 
bership in this Association, without the payment of dues, 
and without the right to vote.” 

The annual meeting of 1898 was held at Milwaukee, on 
February 2d and 3d. There was a large attendance, and 
the enthusiasm of the members was such as to justify all 
that had been done in the past, and to promise a hearty 
and patriotic support in the future. 

The reports of the president and the secretary showed 
that a great deal of work had been done during the year, 
all of which was of practical value to the organization. 
Very few complaints had been received against manufac- 
ing and jobbing houses, all of which had been harmonious- 
ly settled. A number of interesting papers were read, and 
the discussions which ensued were of practical value, sug- 
gesting many ideas for use of the members of the Associa- 
tion. The officers of the first year were unanimously re- 
elected. 

We feel that our Association has already done a good 
work, which will result in benefit to the Hardware trade, 
not only of this State, but incidentally and indirectly to all 
who have business associations with our members.

Among the curious things to be seen in the Hardware 
stores nowadays are woven wire door mats for sale by the 
yard, foot orinch. It is only a few years since the manu- 
facture of the woven wire mat was begun, but these mats 
have proved so effective as dirt catchers and so light and 
easily cleaned that their use has spread very rapidly. Dur- 
ing the earlier years of their manufacture each mat was 
woven and finished separately. Now some of the manu- 
facturers are weaving them in lengths of fifty feet, and in 
such a way that they will not ravel when they are cut. 
The mats are woven in different widths and done up in 
rolls like carpet.—lV. Y. Sux. 


A report of the Assistant Secretary of the United States 
Navy on fireproof material makes the recommendation that 
no wood at all be used on torpedo boats. The fireproofed 
wood which has been tried on some ships has, he states, a 
tendency to corrode steel with which it may be in contact. 
Further, the treatment weakens the wood and renders it 
hard to tool. Laid on decks it wears badly, and if sub- 
jected to constant wetting appears to lose its fireproof 
properties. From these considerations the Secretary re- 
commends that the material shall not be used for decking, 
but thinks it has advantages for interior joiner work, which 
is less exposed to the action of the water.— Zhe Engineer, 
New York.

15, 1893. It is intended to include in its membership all 
responsible Hardware dealers, both wholesale and retail, 
throughout the New England States.

Association are social intercourse, and the discussion of all 
matters of interest relative to the Hardware trade. 

The meetings are held on the second Wednesdays of 
nine months of the year. The attendance has always been 
vood, sixty-five members being the usual average. Sub- 
jects appertaining to the welfare of the Association have 
been fully discussed at the meetings. and various ways 
have been devised and carried out which have benefited 
the members. At some of the meetings we have found it 
to our interest to engage musical and other talent to enter- 
tain us for a part of the evening. This arrangement has 
been heartily approved of by the Association. 

In January, 1893, the Boston members of the Associa- 
tion, believing that a uniform system of prices on leading 
articles would be of great benefit to the trade, arranged a 
schedule of prices on several leading articles of Hardware, 
and asked all interested parties, either within or without 
the Association, to join them in making the movement a 
success. Asa result, eighty-five parties representing the 
Hardware trade of Boston and vicinity, signed an agree- 
ment nct to make sales to consumers at less prices than 
those mentioned in the schedule list, until notice shall have 
been received from the Association of a change, or changes, 
in rates. 

The plan went into effect July 17, 1893. The schedule 
lists have been sent out monthly, or as often as the manu- 
facturers change their prices. On the whole, this plan 
proved very satisfactory for several years, and every Hard- 
ware firm was benefited more or less—in fact one retail 
Hardwareman stated that he was enriched more than two 
hundred dollars in one year, on nails alone. This arrange- 
ment is still in vogue, although, during the past season, 
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owing to various reasons, not so much has been done in that 
direction as heretofore. 

Our membership continues about the same asin previous 
years, the depressed state of business in general being a suf- 
ficient reason that we do not increase to any extent in num- 
bers, but undoubtedly as soon as trade revives, we shall be 
benefited in that respect. 

The advantage of Hardware clubs cannot be overesti- 
mated. Aside from pecuniary gain, which, in itself is no 
small item, the fraternal relations between Hardwaremen 
are furthered by these periodical gatherings. Subjects are 
discussed and results are brought about which are decidedly 
beneficial in their influence upon the trade at large. Credits 
are looked after with sharper attention, and, as a happy 
consequence, ‘‘bad debts’ are greatly reduced. The 
writer strongly advocates and recommends the formation 
of local Hardware clubs in all cities and larger towns.

But in spite of the enthusiasm, the low 
admission fee, and much time and labor, few could be in- 
duced to become members, and the Association never made 
any progress, the first meeting being also the last; a fact 
in the opinion of the writer, very much to be regretted.

ATTITUDE OF THE SOUTHERN JOBBERS, 
/iditor Hardware: As president of the Southern Hard- 
ware Jobbers’ Association, it gives me much pleasure to 
contribute a short article on matters connected with the 


Southern Association, to assist in the celebration of the 
eighth anniversary of //ardware, which paper has in the 
past been of so much benefit in the dissemination of mat- 
ters of interest and value to the Hardware trade. 

The necessity of some organized opposition to combat 
with the many evils confronting the Hardware jobbing 
business, both internally and externally, was the prime 
cause of the formation of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ 
Association, as likewise has been the reason for the organ- 
ization and continued existence in the United States and 
elsewhere, of the hundreds of associations in practically 
every line of business. The main objects sought by the 
few jobbers who first met in Nashville, Tenn., on Septem- 
ber 30, 1891, for the purpose of organizing an association, 
are embodied in three clauses of our constitution, as fol- 
lows: 

First: A permanent organization of the Hardware job- 
bers of the South, for the purpose of promoting more inti- 
mate social relations among them, and consequently a more 
friendly feeling. 

Second: To encourage and promote the commercial in- 
terest of the Hardware jobbers of the South in every way 
possible. 

Third: To foster and encourage, through social inter- 
course and united effort, that which will inure to our mu- 
tual benefit. 

[low well we have succeeded is forcibly demonstrated by 
the growth and development of our Association, the num- 
ber and character of our membership from year to year, 
and the inestimable benefits the jobbers have received from 
same, both collectively and individually. Space will not 
permit of details as to what our Association has accom- 
plished, but a few results of our work can be briefly men- 
tioned. 

Competition, although the life of trade, was, previous to 
the organization of the Southern and later Hardware Asso- 
Ciations, a bugbear to the conservative Hardware jobbers, 
but while competition in the Scuth has really materially 
increased since the formation of the various associations, 
Owing to the opening up of new territory by new railroads 
and better freight facilities in general, including, of course, 
more satisfactory freight classification, and also the friendly 
feeling brought about by the frequent meetings of our 
Hardware competitors. By the members of our Associa- 
tion meeting together at our annual meetings, as well as at 
our frequent committee meetings, ties of friendship have 
been formed that no business transaction can efface, and in 
consequence of this brotherly feeling, the many rumors 
that reach the jobbers, through their traveling salesmen, of 
cut prices and other seeming irregularities, are seldom con- 
sidered, or, if believed, are often taken up with the offend- 
ing jobber and the evil-minded, and in this manner, com- 
petition, both from local and distant jobbers, is relieved of 


its many terrors. 
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WHAT HAS IT DONE FOR THE TRADE? 
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We have also been brought toa knowledge of what it 
costs to do bus'ness, realized the various matters constitut- 
ing our expense accounts and have put in operation in 
our businesess many of the advanced business methods pro- 
mulgated by some of our most progressive members, and 
from this knowledge we are able to estimate pretty closely 
from day to day what our business is actually doing, espe- 
cially what the profits are averaging, and from this infor- 
mation we are enable to conduct our business more 
satisfactorily than was ever dreamed of before. Freight 
classification has not been overlooked by our transportation 
committees, neither have our manufacturers and grievance 
committees been idle, as they have kept in close touch with 
the manufacturers, and when it appears to them any manu- 
facturer is deviating from the straight and narrow path, 
they endeavor to lead him back tothe path of duty. There 
are still, perhaps, a few advanced thinkers who believe the 
jobber is a useless ornament between the manufacturer and 
retailer, but the history of the Southern Association has 
proven conclusively that the jobber has a sphere equally as 
important as the manufacturer or retailer, and our exper- 
ience has further been that the manufacturer is willing and 
anxious to meet the jobber half way, and upon this common 
ground, arrangements can, and have been made, that have 
proven of great value to both jobber and manufacturer, as 
well as to the advantage of the retailer and consumer. 
However, we have studiously refrained from entering into 
any arrangements with the manufacturers or between our- 
selves whereby such arrangement could in any manner be 
termed a combination. 

Our annual conventions may well be termed the ‘‘ bone 
and sinew”’ of our Association work, as it is only by our 
members meeting together in friendship and interchanging 
ideas one with another, that the greatest good and the 
most satisfactory results can be obtained. We are also glad 
to state that our membership as a whole recognize the im- 
portance of these meetings, and are always in attendance 
unless providentially hindered. The eighth annual con- 
vention of the Southern Association will be held about the 
first of June, at which time we anticipate a most excellent 
meeting. 

We are pushing forward, day by day, all matters having 
a tendency to better the conditions of the Hardware job- 
ber, and can see no reason why our efforts will not be 
crowned with further success. The Hardware Associations, 
like the Hardware jobbers, cannot now be dispensed with, 
and the present and future prosperous condition of the 
jobbers will be buta reflection of the continued growth and 
development of the Hardware Associations.

WORK OF THE NEW YORK HARDWARE CLUB. 

Littor Hardware: It would be a very difficult task to 
enumerate all the benefits which have accrued from the 
creation of the Hardware Club of New York. There were 
in this city, firms and individuals who had done business 
side by side with each other in the Hardware trade for 
many years, with a very slight acquaintance existing be- 
tween the two, or an acquaintance which was based upon 
business opposition, and was therefore tinged with a cer- 
tain amount of hostility and distrust. We knew all about

and friendship. 

The Hardware Club of New York has changed all this 
old order of things, and caused a new one of friendship and 
good fellowship to take its place. There is no member of 
our Club who cannot call to mind many instances wherein 
he has been directly benefited in a business way, by the 
acquaintances which this club has caused, extended and 
cemented No one can visit the Club rooms during the 
hour for luncheon on any of the six business days of the 
week, without being impressed with the fact that there is 
something more than the mere ties of club membership 
which have drawn and held those present together. There 
is a feeling of hearty good will in the very atmosphere, and 
the little re-unions which occur from day to day are among 
the brightest spots in the memory of our business life. 

I might go into many details as to the minor benefits 
which accrue to the members of the Club, but think that 
the broad statements made above cover the ground en- 
terely.

The spirit of harmony which prevails in 
the trade to-day, and which organizations of this character 
have brought about, is one which I believe is permanent, as 
I know it to be of benefit and good to all who come under 
its beneficent influence.

WHAT HAS OHIO DONE? 

hiditor Hardware: ‘* What has the Ohio Hardware Asso- 
ciation done for the trade it represents?” 

Beyond all else, in its few years of annual coming to- 
gether, it has brought into association men who should 
have known each other years ago; men who are among the 
best in the State; who have worked and labored as near 
neighbors without even the courtesy of acall, one upon 
the other, in all these years. 

Had there been no other result than the social feature, 
I feel that I am voicing the entire membership, in saying 
it is worth to us all it costin this alone. There have been, 
and there will be, other and larger resulting benefits as we 
gain in numbers, and the consequent strength that comes 
of union. 

We were the pioneers in State associations, and take 
some credit in that other States are following in this, our 
effort, at the correction of existing wrongs. Basing them- 
selves on the existence of these, many local ones have 
been formed throughout the States, and reports from these 
show good work done. 

So early in its history, the question cannot be so perti- 
nent—what /as been done as what cam be done. We need 
more membership; it is rapidly coming, and with the 
mighty strength that comes of union, when intelligently 
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applied, almost anything can be asked, and granted, in 
correction of existing wrongs. 

Our purposes are shown to the world in existing rules, 
by-laws and resolutions, and in every case have had the 
sanction of the better class of jobber and manufacturer, 
where presented to them. 

We ask correction from the jobber, who, with a sales. 
man in your office, has at the same time another salesinan 
doing the pirate act among the trade you buy goods 
for. We have asked this ina number of instances, and 
have had recognition and correction. 

We ask consideration from the maker of goods who has 
gone to the consumer, a wrong that has grown more 
rapidly than any other in latter years, and in several in- 
stances have had cheerful correction. 

We are asking for protective laws at the hands of our 
legislators. At present we have in our State, neither laws 
of lien, of attachment, of garnishee nor judgment, that in 
reality protect. We feel that these will come, when asked 
for by a body of men, known as will be, the Ohio Hard- 
ware Association. 

There are many of what may be called local benefits to 
be derived, that largely come from discussion, such as 
credits and collections, treatment of employees, the buy- 
ing of goods, our relations with the traveling salesman, 
what line of goods may be handled most profitably, how 
to meet the department store, the various business methods 
of other merchants, and a hundred and one good things 
that do not always come to those who have no occasion to 
discuss matters with other men. 

No one head contains it all; with many in association 
some good must come. I trust and believe your same 
question asked two years hence will require volumes to 
answer it. The Retail Hardware Association has come to 
stay. Their number grows in evicence each month, 
Their interests are mutual ones, and but a few years hence 
we will see every State in the union supporting one.

Many of us having 
lived only a few miles apart, and having heard of each 
other for years, had never had the pleasure of personal 
acquaintance. This feature alone repays us for the time 
and small expense of the Associatien. 

In our meetings various subjects are discussed, and 
much useful information obtained. 

On various occasions the jobbers have been invited to 
meet with us, and discuss matters pertaining to our mutual 
interest, and many obstacles have been removed, that 
were injurious tg our branch of trade. 

It is the policy of our Association when it is discovered 
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that jobbers are selling direct to our customers, to report

Decision in Favor of R. Heinisch’s Sons Co. 


R. Heinisch’s Sons Co., Newark, N. J., announce that 
in their suit against Hermann Boker & Co, of New York 
City, to restrain them from the use of their trade mark on 
shears, a decision has been rendered in the United States 
Circuit Court for the Southern district of New York in favor 
of the plaintiffs. The decision declares that ‘‘ the complain- 
ant is entitled to an accounting, and to an injunction re- 
straining the use of names ‘ Heinisch’ or H. C. ‘ Heinisch’ 
on its shears, labels, postal cards, and otherwise in any 
way, which will interfere with complainant’s enjoyment of 
the benefits of its trade-name.”’ R. Heinisch’s Sons Co. 
add that in view of this decision, ‘‘ We would respectfully 
state our firm determination to protect all our rights in the 
premises. All persons found selling shears bearing any 
imitation of our trade-name will be held strictly account- 
able for their acts.”’

Iam a thorough believer in Hard- 
ware associations, having the honor of belonging to one of 
the oldest now in existence. We nave demonstrated in 
our New York State Hardware Jobbers’ Association that it 
is possible, while we still remain competitors and rivals in 
the sense, to be warm personal friends. The socialties in 
our association are certainiy worth as much to us as some 
fat bank accounts. We have never tried in our associa- 
tion to regulate prices or make any arbitrary rules. We 
have tried to build up, and have succeeded, a thorough, 
mutual good understanding and good hearty fellowship in 
our membership. 


John Bindley, Bindley Hardware Co., Pittsburg, Pa.: 
Do you believe in Hardware Associations ? 

I believe in Hardware Associations, if formed from 
proper motives, and conducted in true fraternal spirit. 
They of necessity must be productive of good results to 
the trade. 

Why? 

The present advanced business conditions have demon- 
strated that old methods and exclusiveness produce the 
inevitable result of failure. Associations should not elimi- 
nate but regulate competition. In this day business com- 
petition without regulation means annihilation, thus the 
association regulates, controls and becomes the channel 
through which all well conducted establishments may be 
successful. 


R. W. Shapleigh, A. F. Shapleigh Hardware Co., St. 
Louis, Mo.: You ask me to tell you why I believe in Hard- 
ware Associations. Briefly, because I think the time has 
arrived in the conduct of the jobbing Hardware business 
when the jobbers should understand that their prosperity; 
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depends on their working together, not so much in the 
matter of prices on goods, as in the general conduct of 
their business, and the elimination of many pernicious 
practices that have generally crept into it; this can only 
be accomplished by the interchanging of ideas by dealers 
from different sections of the country, and the adoption of 
improved and higher standards of business methods. This 
can only be brought about by getting together, knowing 
each other personally, and all striving together for an im- 
provement in aims and methods. 


J. A. Warner, Wyeth Hardware & Mfg. Co., St. Joseph, 
Mo.: To one who has attended the meetings of the National 
Hardware Association, and also been identified with a local 
organization for several years, your question ‘‘ Do we be- 
lieve in Hardware Associations ?"’ would seem superfluous. 
I take it that you do not expect a long article on the sub- 
ject from any one person, and as the matter will probably 
be considered in all its different aspects in the replies which 
you will receive, I shall only refer to one phase of it. I 
believe in Hardware Associations because they make 
friends of competition in business. What this means can 
probably be better appreciated by those who are fortunate 
enough to belong to a local organization, for it is in such 
organizations that the benefits are most apparent. If the 
discussion of this subject through the medium of your 
valued paper will result in the formation of new associa- 
tions, both of jobber and retailer, you will deserve much 
credit. 


J. W. Black, Burhans & Black Co., Syracuse, N.Y.: In re- 
ply to your question, ‘‘Do you believe in Hardware Associa- 
tions, and why ?” I believe in them, for the reason that 
they do much good. I have never attended an Association 
meeting that I did not learn something. No matter how 
bright aman may be, there are others who know more on 
some particular subject than himself. There are many dis- 
cussions of interest which are advantageous to every mem- 
ber. They make people broad-minded; they keep them 
from getting into a rut. They obliterate many existing 
evils in business methods. ‘‘In union there is strength.” 
There are advantages too numerous to mention. 


A. B. Palmer, Palmer Hardware Co., Savannah, Ga ; 
Do I believe in Hardware Associations ? Most emphat- 
ically: Yes. Why? Because in union there is strength. 
Because of the fraternal feeling that is bound to exist 
among the members at least oncea year, if not all the year. 
Because of the opportunity to obtain new ideas and meth- 
ods of business. Because they are the means of your meet- 
ing with your competitors socially, and of finding out that 
they are just as good fellows as you are, and lols smarter 
than you thought yourself to be! 


John Stollberg, Stollberg & Clapp Co., Toledo, Ohio: 
‘‘Do I believe in Hardware Associations °” I emphatically 
say: Yes. The reasons for this are manifold. In the first 
place, the simple fact of meeting your competitor (or at 
least one whom you supposed was your competitor), and 
after meeting, becomes a friend of yours and your ally. 
Second: The old saying ‘‘ Thatin unity there is strength ” 
is always a great factor in Associations. Third: Hardware 
Associations can be used to good advantage in doing away 
with abuses in trade. Fourth: The meeting of at least 
once a year of Hardware Associations both National and 
State, give chances to learn how oth: r people <han yourself 
are doing business, and is a very good school for advanced 
ideas. There are agreat many more reasons why I believe 
in Hardware Associations, but not wishing to make too 
long a plea for them, I close by advising all, both jobbers 
and dealers, to meet frequently with one another. 

Logan-Gregg Hardware Co., Pittsburg, Pa.: Yes, we do 
believe in Hardware Associations, and show our faith by 
our works,as we belong to the local and general jobbers’ As- 
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sociation. Associations broaden ideas; soften asperities to. 
ward our competitors; afford opportunity to speak asa body 
to the parties from whom we buy, and to correct bad prac. 
tices which grow up among the members. Well managed, 
they are very useful; badly managed, they are useless, 


D. G. Fones, Fones Bros. Hardware Co., Little Rock, 
Ark.: We believe in Hardware Associations both nationa] 
and local. As itis, through the mingiing of the members 
of these associations, much good is accomplished, and 


many little differences that would come up between job- 
bers in the same section, are smoothed away, and the per- 
sonal acquaintance of the jobbers is not only to the ad. 


vantage of themselves, but also to their trade. We do not 
approve of the association for the purpose of combination 
of prices between jobbers, nor to force manufacturers to 
sell their goods for less than value, but as stated above, 
we believe that these associations are to the mutual bene. 
fit and advantage of the manufacturer, jobber, retailer and 
consumer. Organizations of this character will accomplish 
results that are benefical to every one in the Hardware 
trade. My policy is to continue them. 


H. C. Marshall, Marshall-Wells Hardware Co., Duluth, 
Minn.: We believe in Hardware Associations for the fol- 
lowing reasons: Fancied wrongs, misrepresentations and 
misunderstandings are more easily adjusted through such 
a medium. We learn that there are two sides to every 
question. Five minutes of consultation will often accom- 
plish more than a lengthy correspondence. A disposition 
to respect the opinion and welfare of others is developed. 
We learn that our competitors have the same desire for 
the common good, and are willing to meet us half way in 
adjusting the differences that arise where competition 
exists. 

D A. Dangler, Dangler Stove & Mfg. Co., Cleveland, 
Ohio: Yours of the 28th just received, in which you ask 
me whether I believe in Hardware Associations. I ama 
strong believer in such associations. From an experience 
of fifteen years ina Vapor Stove Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, I have learned to appreciate the value of such organ- 
izations, in bringing the different elements into one har- 
monious whole. The result of my experience has clearly 
demonstrated the inestimable value of the representa- 
tives of the various branches of manufactures or mercantile 
enterprises to form associations or organizations in their 
various branches, as it tends to broaden our ideas in busi- 
ness and business methods; and at the same time tends to 
develop a higher appreciation of each other. There is 
power and force in harmony and union, which such organ- 
izations promote. 


J. Robert Rainey, Tabb & Jenkins Hardware Co., Balti- 
more, Md.: Any movement having for its object the 
betterment of existing conditions is to be commended. 
Whether that movement be moral or social, political or 
commercial, it should be encouraged. Coeval with the 
fall of man, came the knowledge of evil, and with that 
knowledge he received the curative property of resistance. 
Into the Hardware trade have crept evils, external and in- 
ternal—germs caught from without and generated from 
within—ills acquired and ills hereditary. Slow of growth, 
they have become so sturdy and deep rooted that ordinary 
measures can no longer be used toeradicate them. Cham- 
pions in different sections sought by individual efforts to 
overcome these evils, and failed. Now banded into asso- 
ciations, local and national, they seek by concerted action 
to bring forth good results. Much good has already been 
accomplished and yet much more remains to be done. AS 
long as these organizations keep true to the cause that 
called them into being, they will be a power for good. 
Working in harmony, rivals in trade meet on a common 
ground of mutual interest. They learn to know one an- 
other as never before; selfishness melts in the crucible of 
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fraternity. That they may continue to prosper under wise 
leadership is our sincere wish. 


Samuel A. Bigelow, Bigelow & Dowse Co., Boston, 
Seas. - Dolbelieve in Hardware Associations? Indeed, 
I do, and most heartily. My belief is based on organiza- 
tion and association as being absolutely necessary to a suc- 
cessful conduct of any branch of trade. Merchants in 
every line need to be organized; not only locally, but they 
should have national associations. National associations 
seould combine and establish a Central National Associa- 
tion, to have its headquarters at the national Capital. Its 
duty should be to fight for the rights of the merchants of 
the whole country, until they receive proper recognition, 
which their enormous interests and capital should command. 

T. G. Walther, C. W. Hackett Hardware Co., St. Paul, 
Minn.: ‘*‘ Why should all Hardware dealers join an asso- 
ciation?’ is a question often asked, and the answer is easy. 
Because they will gain by it, both in money and wisdom. 
By coming in contact with their neighbors, competitors 
and others in the same line of business, they cannot but 
gain by getting ideas, and give by telling some of their 
own. Surely, the man who has ever attended a gathering 
of dealers in the Hardware line, must be dense indeed if 
he does not come away from such a meeting with his head 
full of valuable and practical ideas. 


W. H. Kalbach, Huber & Kalbach Co., Oskaloosa, lowa: 
You ask me, ‘‘ Do I believe in Hardware associations, and 
why?” In reply would say that Iam a firm believer in 
Hardware associations, and my reason: I have watched 
the direct good results from them. No one can interest 
himself in these associations in good faith, without being 
benefited by them, and coming in contact with good, live 
business men, who, as arule, are members, thereby gain- 
ing information and new ideas that are sure to be a benefit 
to him in business. 


L. C. Empkie, Empkie-Shugart Co., Council Bluffs, Iowa: 
I heartily approve of Hardware associations, as, to my mind, 
they are and have been a great promoter for good, and are 
doing much to establish good fellowship among the trade, 
by giving an opportunity for its members to mingle with 
each other. This feature ought to be encouraged. 


James D. Foot, Kearney & Foot Co., New York: Your 
communication in Hardware of the 1oth inst., comes at an 
opportune time, and should command the interest not 
only of the Hardware merchants, connected with the var- 
ious Hardware Associations, but is also of interest to man- 
ufacturers, distributing goods to the Hardware trade. 
Hardware associations not only cement the trade in bonds 
of mutual interest, but through their meetings and asa 
result of them, bring the trade in closer and more harmon- 
ious touch with the manufacturers. Results already ob- 
tained will fully warrant the above statement. 


George E. King, King Hardware Co., Atlanta, Ga.: Yes, 
Iam very much in favor of Hardware Associations, because 
they promote good feelings, and very often prevent mis- 
understandings that might keep competitors far apart, and, 
as a matter of fact, beyond al things, competitors should be 
friends. Further, one hundred large firms by acting in 
concert in any one direction, can do much more to dispel 
trade abuses, than if the jobbers were to undertake it 
single-handed. 


Edward W. Morley, Morley Bros., Saginaw, Mich.: We 
believe in Hardware Associations for the following reasons: 
We would first say, that we do not believe in associations 
making or agreeing on prices, but we do think that meet- 
ing together and talking over the best ways to conduct 
business, produce good results for all. The most impor- 
tant thing, we think, is for the association to let all the 
members know that it costs something to do business, and 
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that these fixed charges must be met before any profit can 
be seen, and when every merchant is fully impressed with 
the fact that it costs money to do business, one great step 
is taken towards successful results. We have been sur- 
prised at a number of meetings of Hardware Associations, 
that there were so many members who did not know what 
it cost to do business, but after they got that information, 
they marked their goods accordingly, and became more 
successful. A Hardware Association that shows its mem- 
bers the per cent. on the sales that it costs to do business, 
solves a great problem, for when a merchant knows what 
per cent. it costs on his sales, to do business he knows on 
every transaction he enters into just how much he makes 
or loses. If every merchant knew the per cent. it costs on 
his sales to do business, there would be less cutting, and 
competition would grow less. We think the great trouble 
is that too many merchants do not know what it costs them 
to do business, but a number of Hardware Associations, of 
which we have been members, have done good work in 
showing the members what it costs to do business, and 
other wholesome business methods. To conclude: We 
believe that the more Hardware Associations we have in 
the country, the more friendly the relations will be among 
all dealers, the greater the improvement in business meth- 
ods that are established, and that each member will find 
that his brother member is not as bad an individual as he 
imagined, before meeting together from time to time. 


W. E. Gibbins, Woodruff Hardware Co., Knoxville, Tenn. : 
We are advocates of Hardware Associations and are mem- 
bers of both the Southern and the National. Some mem- 
ber of our firm attends all the annual meetings, as the full 
benefit cannot be obtained unlessthisisdone. Some of our 
reasons for belonging to these Associations are as follows: 
At the annual meetings we come in contact, and get ac- 
quainted, with the individuals in our line of trade from all 
sections of the country; these acquaintances often ripen 
into friendship, and have a good effect on competition be- 
tween members who operate in the same territory, and an 
interchange of business methods teaches valuable lessons, 
and we adopt many of them in our business with great 
benefit and profit. Wecould give many more reasons if 
space would allow. 


Geo. A. Braun, Bostwick-Braun Co., Toledo, Ohio: You 
ask me the question, ‘‘Do I believe in Hardware Associa- 
tions—and why?” My reply is: I certainly do, for the 
reason that by meeting a competitor—let him be a retailer 
or jobber—one soon learns that, asa rule, he is not the 
meanest man on earth, and by exchanging ideas, the nearer 
correct methods of doing business are reached; and if 
members of Hardware Associations are honorable and sin- 
cere in their work, and ready toextend a reasonable amount 
of confidence in each other, many abuses in trade and un- 
reasonable competition can be eradicated. 


H. L. Kennedy, Syracuse Hardware & Iron Co., Syra- 
cuse, N. Y.: That the meeting together and organizing of 
individuals engaged in the same lines of trade is advan- 
tageous and beneficial, is best answered in the growing 
strength and number of Hardware Associations, ali of 
which are of comparatively recent creation. The kindly 
spirit exercised one toward another, the confidence instilled, 
and the solving of vexatious problems for mutual benefit, 
are fruits that speak for themselves. 


There are business men who think if they can get an ad- 
vertisement inserted in a journal which takes them at any 
price, they have scored a point in economy. Experience 
will show them their folly, and then, perhaps, they may be 
glad to expend a little more with another journal, so as to 
have their announcements properly brought before the 
classes they wish to reach.—/ronmongery.

The word ‘‘ Whetstone” is applied in its broadest sense 
to any stone used for abrading or sharpening purposes 
It occurs once, at least, in the Bible, and quite frequently 
‘in ancient histories. Among the discoveries of crude tools 
and implements used by pre-historic races, even back to 
the Cave men, have been occasional pieces of stone that 
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evidently were used for sharpening implements of metal, 
bone and stone. 

The vast increase in the variety of edge tools, both for 
hand and machine use, attendant upon the wonderful in- 
dustrial progress of the last century, has made necessary 
the production of sharpening stones in many shapes and 
sizes, and of many varieties of texture or ‘‘ grit.” 

In Europe quite largely, and to a limited extent in this 
country, the manufacture of artificial stones from crushed 
emery, quartz sand and siliceous deposits has been carried 
on for some time; but although stones of some abrasive 
properties can be produced in this manner at less cost than 
those manufactured from the natural rock, they never have 
been, and never can be, as satisfactory or efficient as nat- 
ural stones of suitable grit. The reason for this is readily 
apparent when it is understood that the sharpening quali- 
ties of a whetstone are due entirely to the sharp points or 
‘‘facets’”’ of its crystals, and the openness and uniformity 
of the minute pores between these crystals. In the artifi- 
ficial stone, which is made from a powdered material, 
moulded and shaped by great pressure, these crystal points 
are broken, and the pores filled up with glue or other 
‘binding ” material, so that after little usage the so-called 
Stone becomes glazed and is practically useless. 

In the early days of the present century (about 1815) the 
first American-made whetstones were quarried in the town 
of Cummington, Hampshire County, Massachusetts, famous 
as the birth-place of one of America’s greatest poets. 

These stones were used for ‘‘whetting” scythes, and 


were taken from a vein, or lead, of mica-schistose sand 
stone, which can be traced in a south-westerly direction 
from northern Vermont to the southern part of Connecti- 
cut. A few years later an outcropping of this same lead 
was discovered in Grafton County, New Hampshire. The 
quality of the stone at this point was even better for scythe 
stones than that in Massachusetts, being a little sharper 
in grit, and freer from flint, iron and other foreign sub- 
stance. The first quarry opened was located on the shore 
of a small lake known as ‘‘Indian Pond,’’ and when Isaac 
Pike began manufacturing this rock into scythestones in 
1823, he called them Indian Pond scythe stones. A little 
later he painted the ends of his stone red to distinguish 
them from imitations (labels being unknown in those days), 
and from that day to this the stones from this famous 
quarry, or rather chain of quarries, have been known as 
Pike’s Indian Pond Red Ends. 

In this manner was founded the business of the Pike 
Mfg. Co., of Pike Station, N. H., and New York City, rec- 
ognized to-day as the largest manufacturer in the world of 
sharpening stones exclusively. 

The direct successor to Isaac Pike, upon his death in 
1860, was his second son, Alonzo F. Pike, who was joined 
in later years by the youngest son, Edwin B. Pike, presi- 
dent of the present company. In 1882, Alonzo F. Pike was 
succeeded by the A. F. Pike Mfg. Co., with A. F. Pike, 
president; E. B. Pike, vice president, and Isaac Pike, Jr,, 
treasurer. Thiscompany, in turn, was succeeded in 1889 
by the Pike Mfg. Co,, the present officers of which are: E. 
B. Pike, president; James Nicholl, vice president, and E. 
Bertram Pike, treasurer, the latter representing the third 
generation of the family in this business. 

The Pike Mfg. Co. are operating quarries and factories 
in various parts of the United States, the principal ones be- 
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ing in Orleans County, Vermont, where the celebrated 
Black Diamond, Lamoille and Green Mountain scythe- 
stones are turned out; Pike Station, Grafton County, New 
Hampshire, the home of the widely-known Indian Pond 
and White Mountain scythestones, and Hot Springs, Gar- 
land County, Arkansas, where, in the spurs of the Ozark 
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Mountains, a deposit of Novaculite is found from which 
are made the two chief oilstones of the world, the Washita 
and the Arkansas. This oilstone rock is shipped mostly in 
the rough to a factory operated by the ,Pike Mfg. Co., at 
Manlius, Onondaga County, New York, this being a cen- 
tral point for distribution of the finished goods. Two years 
ago the company built an oilstone factory in the city of 
Hot Springs, and eventually, when railroad facilities are 
greater, will doubtless manufacture a larger portion of the 
output at that point. 

The Washita and Arkansas stones were first put on the 
market some 55 years ago. The Arkansas and Washita 
stones are similar in composition, both being about 99 per 
cent. pure silica, but the Arkansas is many times harder, 
its crystals much smaller, and the edge it imparts much 
finer. It is nearly 18 times as hard as marble, and will cut 
the very hardest steel. The Washita stone is much softer 
and coarser, and is adapted best to sharpening wood work- 
ing tools, such as are used by carpenters and joiners. It 
has entirely supplanted the Turkey stone in America, and 
is fast taking its place in Europe and other countries. 

Although there are numerous outcroppings, or indica- 
tions, of this Novaculite lead in the Ozark Mountains, yet 
there have been very few actual quarries or deposits of 
good rock discovered in the last 30 years. 

It is the general impression among those without prac- 
tical experience in the business that to manufacture Wash- 
ita and Arkansas oilstones it is only necessary to procure 
rock anywhere on these leads similar in appearance to the 
genuine oilstone rock, and finish it up into the desired 
shapes. This has been attempted by many different par- 
ties during the past thirty years, and though resulting in- 
variably in failure, sooner or later, yet it has done con- 
siderable injury to the reputation of these unrivalled oil- 
stones. Only men of long experience in the quarrying 
are qualified to select the rock, and only the manufac- 
turer who has made careful study of the requirements of 
the edge tool trade can determine the grade or quality 
best suited to various purposes. The Pike Co. first took 
up the manufacture of these oilstones in 1882, and after 
a few years of rather expensive experience in learning 
the truth of the above statements, became convinced that 
to make a success of this branch of the business they must 
have the product of the best quarries, and only the men 
most skilled in handling and selecting the finished stone. 
It took much time and expense to accomplish this, but, to 
persevere is to achieve success, and fcr some years now 
their selected brands of Arkansas and Washita have been 
recognized the world over as the standard oilstones for 
their respective purposes. 

In Orleans, Orange County, Indiana, the Pike Mfg. Co. 
have a warehouse for the handling of the fine grained 
Sandstone, quarried in the surrounding district. This stone 
is of two grades, commercially known as Hindostan and 
Shoemakers’ Sandstone. The Hindostan is the finer, and 
adapted for putting a quick edge on wood workers’ tools. 
It can be used with oil or water, owing toits free, soft grit. 

In addition to the mills, warehouses and quarries at dif- 
ferent points, the Pike Mfg. Co. have a store at No. 151 
Chambers Street, New York, where they carry a large 
stock of all the goods manufactured by them, for the con- 
venience of local and export trade. They also carry at 
this store the largest line in America of imported Razor 
Honesand Emery Stones. The principal razor hones are im- 
ported direct by them from the leading quarries in Belgium.

The Standard Tool Co., Cleveland, have issued a «: Greet. 
ing” for 1898, which they announce is ‘‘ devoted to pro- 
gress in time and tools.” They add: ‘ This little manya] 
is sent to youin the confident hope that it will give yoy 
some useful information on mechanics and tools that is 
absolutely necessary and up to date.” The little phamplet 
not only carries out this promise, but throws in gratyi. 
tously a blank page for memoranda, alternating with each 
printed sheet, so that it combines a catalogue, a hand-book 
of information, and memorandum book all in one. Their 
lines of goods are illustrated and described, with tables 
devoted to tap drills, twist drills, gauges in decimals, 
twist drill grinding gauge and chart, speed of drills, ete. 
It contains, in addition, a calendar for each month in the 
year, information as to weights, measures, etc. It carries 
out in full the quotation upon the second page: ‘Let us 
have facts, real, certain, unmistakable facts; there can be 
no science without them.””

Association of Columbus, Ohio, was organized April 28, 
1897, for the following reasons: 

First: For the protection of the mutual interests of its 
members. 

Second: For the collection of valuable trade information. 

Third: For the advancement of the social interests of its 
members. 

The officers elected at the time of organization and still 
holding office are as follows: 

President: E. L. Harris, of J. S. Abbott & Co. 

Vice-President: J. H. Smith, of the Smith Bros. Hard- 
ware Co. 

Secretary: D. R. Burr, with the Kilbourne-Jones Co. 

Treasurer; Darius Tallmadge, of the Tallmadge Hard- 
ware Co. 

The different committees appointed at the time of organ- 
ization with their chairmen are as follows: 

Grievance Committee: C. B. Burr, of Blackwood, Green 
& Co. 

Price Committee: E. B. Kurtz, of the Kilbourne-Jones Co. 

Credit Committee: Darius Tallmadge, of the Tallmadge 
Hardware Co. 

Membership Committee: O. L. Davis. of the Smith Bros. 
Hardware Co. 

Room Committee: J. L. Green, of Blackwood,Green & Co. 

The duties of the above committees are designated by 
the names of the committees. The membership at this 
time is composed of twenty-two firms comprising all but 
one or two of the Hardware houses in the city. 

The Association has accomplished a great deal in the di- 
rection of avoiding unnecessary cutting of prices on some 
staple articles that buyers are in the habit of shopping on 
from one store to another, and all dealers know from ex- 
perience that many customers are very forgetful or careless 
about making true statements when they go from one store 
to another. The Hardware dealers in Columbus find by 
comparing notes that they have been relying too much on 
the word of their customers, and have been grossly im- 
possed upon. The Association has brought them together 
often and they have confidence in each other, and instead 
of taking a customer’s word that he can buy an article at 
some ridiculously low price, they communicate with the 
merchant who is represented as having made the low price 
and find he has not done so. In other words, they have 
quit being beaten down on goods. They have come to the 
conclusion that the correct way to sell goods is to ask only 
a reasonable profit, and if they cannot sell let the customer 
go, and as a rule he does not go but buys what he wants at 
the dealer’s price. If dealers are honest with each other, 
and know what they can afford to sell goods for, and then 
stick to their price, it will not be long until their customers 
are educated up to the point of not beating down, and the 
customer will have more confidence in the dealer. One 
secret of the department store success is there is one price 
system. Everything is marked in plain figures and that is 
the price. If an article is marked 21 cents it means 21 
cents, not 20 cents. If a customer finds he can beat a mer- 
chant down on the price of one article, that customer will 
never buy anything of that merchant without trying to 
beat him down. 

Our Association meets the first Wednesday in each 
month, and is well attended. The annual election occurs 
the first Wednesday in May. It is the opinion of each 
member of the Association that it is a success, and as we 
learn wisdom by experience, the benefits will be greater

To the dealer who 
is wide-awake enough to want to cater for this class of 
trade, we could call attention to the goods manufactured 
by the American Ring Co., Waterbury, Conn., and illus- 
trated in their handsome 184 page catalogue of brass furni- 
ture trimmings, which will, we presume, be sent to any 
dealer who requests it and mentions //ardware.

Editor Hardware: Some twelve years ago, the idea of 
forming a local Hardware Association in Philadelpkia was 
discussed between some half dozen persons, the writer 
among the number. At that time there were wholesale 
Hardware houses in this city, in which members of the 
firm were not personally acquainted with members of other 
firms; indeed there were several firms who scarcely knew 
some of their competitors by sight. 

This Philadelphia Association was composed of both 
jobbers and manufacturers. During the interim, strong 
ties of friendship have been formed between jobbers them- 
selves, between manufacturers, and between jobbers and

manufacturers. Meetings were held monthly, matters of 
general interest discussed, papers of an intellectual nature 
read and commented upon. Thus competitors came fre- 
quently in contact with each other, and there was always 
something far above and beyond the ‘‘talk of shop” fora 
subject of conversation, and it soon became evident that 
there was no reason why friendship should not exist be- 
tween persons in one line of trade, any more than it could 
exist between dealers in dry goods or groceries, or bank- 
ers and Hardware dealers. | 
Some five years ago while attending the New York Club 
banquet, and during a conversation with representative 
guests, the writer found how many were quite unfamiliar 
with even the names of firms or dealers in Hardware in 
distant cities. Local associations had been formed in two 


x 


or three other cities, but nothing that would tend to ae. 
quaintance beyond the borders of their own cities. 

The Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association was formed 
soon after that date, the first meeting being in Richmond. 

This Association has engendered friendship and extend- 
ed the hand of fellowship to competitors, and mutually 
pleasant relations exist with manufacturers. 

During the fall of 1894, the wholesale dealers of Hard- 
ware in the city of Cleveland conceived the idea of form- 
ing a National Hardware Association of the United States, 
and after consultation with jobbers located in a few other 
cities, it was believed the idea was feasible, and a meeting 
was cailed for December 13, 1894. 

At that meeting practically all present were impressed 
with the fact that competition in trade was not a menace 
to sociahility and friendship, and that the idea was un- 
worthy of the intelligence which our craft represents. They 
believed there was no intelligent reason why acquaintance 
or friendship could not consistently and harmoniously join 
hands in the struggle for trade. 

Although some forty-seven large firms were represented 
at the first meeting, at that session only twenty-eight 
firms there signed the constitution and by-laws; the others 
present desired to consult with absent partners. The 
foundation thus laid, in December 1894, has been more 
solidly cemented with each year and with each additional 
member, and at the first annual meeting the membership 
had increased fourfold, and at the last convention, a mem- 
bership almost double the number on the roll in 1895 was 
reported. 

Article No. 2 of the constitution and by-laws reads as 
follows: ‘‘ Zhe object of this Association shall be the promotion 
of more friendly business relations, and mutual confidence and 
good-will with each other and with manufacturers.” This 
Article is the foundation stone upon which the entire struc- 
ture is built. 

The policy of the association is somewhat dissimilar 
from that of other national organizations in our country. 
We concede and recognize the fact that each firm reserves 
the right to conduct its own business, while at the same 
time realize the wholesome effect of the restraining in- 
fluence, without which, perhaps, occasional vindicative 
feeling, disturbances in trade, or embarrassing irregularities 
might arise which judgment and prudence could prevent. 

The association advocates in all cases integrity, equity, 
justice and liberality in all trade dealings, the promotion 
and fostering of everything that will produce a better and 
safer system of business methods, discouraging and dis- 
countenancing injustice toward each other or toward man- 
ufacturers. In other words, we advocate and strongly 
urge one point, at which all jobbers and manufacturers 
can safely and judiciously aim, namely: ‘‘ 4 high standard 
of business methods.”” When this standard has been reached 
by both manufacturers and jobbers, most of the abuses of 
trade will have already been corrected. We believe man- 
ufacturers in conducting their business have inalienable 
rights which should always be respected and believe man- 
ufacturers’ established prices, to which prices they them- 
selves strictly adhere for a given quantity of goods, should 
be equally respected by the jobber. 

The members of the association feel that the jobbers are 
as essential and necessary in marketing the goods as the 
workmen are in manufacturing the goods for the manufac- 
turer, and further believe from practical knowledge and 
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experience that through the channel of the jobbers, who 
represent the lines containing from five hundred to five 
thousand varieties, it can be done at a far less cost and ex- 
pense than can possibly be accomplished by direct repre- 
sentatives of limited lines. 

Working on this line, no intelligent jobber would think 
of establishing ‘‘ fake stands ” either in their city or interior 
towns as rivals to the retail merchant, neither would good 
judgment prompt them to establish branch retail houses in 
distant towns or cities, and thus become their own cus- 
tomers’ (the retail merchants) rivals. Nor could this com- 
petition be conducted on the same expense account were 
they to make the effort. 

The association is national in its character, extending 
from ocean to ocean, and accepting as members legitimate 
dealers from one end of the country to the other, of those 
who accept the broad principles we advocate, making a 
determined effort to secure through natural and harmon- 
jous co-operation the maximum high standard of conduct- 
ing business. 

The annual meeting is held on the third Wednesday of 
each November, at which time the President’s address, re- 
ferring to the results of the year, is presented to the 
membership; also the report of the secretary-treasurer, 
dealing with various matters coming under his jurisdic- 
tion. 

The by-laws provide for a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee at least twice a year, and this committee makes a 
report at the annual convention, as do also the various 
standing committees. The annual conventions have 
always been well attended, and great interest manifested 
in their deliberations. 

It has fallen to the lot of the executive officers of this 
Association to lead the way, point out the path and clear 
the road of difficulties, obstructions and doubts which may 
have originally existed in the minds of a few jobbers, 
manufacturers or retail merchants regarding the possible 
success or either, national, sectional or local association in 
the various departments of trade and commerce. 

At the time of the formation of this Association there 
were but few older associations of this nature in existence, 
and notwithstanding the depressed conditions of trade for 
three years after its formation, it has flourished and suc- 
ceeded to an extent which amazed the few older organ- 
izations, and many have commented upon it as the most 
successful organization ever formed, and beyond this it has 
stimulated other branches of trade and commerce into 
harmonious co operation, and at a later date, perhaps sug- 
gested the idea to the National Association of Manufactur- 
ers, who have so aided our country in the export trade, which 
they have developed far beyond the most sanguine antic- 
ipations, and which time, money and energy expended in 
individual efforts have failed to accomplish. Indeed, ex- 
hausted energy lay helpless and charges to expense ac- 
count had remained unbalanced when the call for a 
National Association of Manufacturers was made, which 
their stimulating efforts have enabled them to extend their 
trade in foreign countries to an amazing extent. 

Since the formation of our Association I think there are 
Over a dozen national associations in other branches of 
trade that have come into existence, and within the last 
two years Great Britain has followed the example and 
formed a national association and reports great success as 
attending its efforts. 

The committee on fraternal relations in our association 
have advocated the formation of local associations through- 
out the country on the lines laid down by the parent 
association. The success attending this, unquestionably 
has had no uncertain influence in the healthy growth of 
the retail Hardware local and sectional associations which 
have come into existence in the last few years, and we are 
informed that great good has been accomplished which 
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could not have been secured through the scattering fire of 
individual efforts. 

We hail those local and sectional associations of retail 
dealers, and we believe that if they will organize in the 
proper way, they can do much to make their business 
more pleasant and more profitable. 

I feel that the associations alluded to will have a great 
deal of work along the line of protecting their interests 
against elements which seem to threaten the very exis- 
tence of the retail trade. 

There are a great manny matters, such as the arrange- 
ment of show-rooms; the selection of suitable stocks, the 
best method of advertising, and kindred subjects, which 
will permit of a large interchange of views to the mutual 
benefit of all participating in the conferences resulting 
from the formation of these local associations.

As a matter of historical record, we take the liberty of 
supplementing Mr. Supplee’s most able and valuable con- 
tribution to the history of the National Association, by a 
presentation of some matters of record in connection with 
the formation and history of this Association. In Decem- 
ber, 1894, a notification was issued to the prospective mem- 
bers of the proposed Association to the following effect: 

‘‘We take pleasure in advising you that the meeting of 
the wholesale Hardware dealers of the United States, to 
which we invited you under date of November roth, will be 
held in this city December 13, 1894.” 

There gathered in Cleveland in response to this call a 
large number of leading representatives of the trade. 
William W. Supplee was elected temporary chairman, and 
W. H. Coles, of the McIntosh-Huntington Co., Cleveland, 
temporary secretary. Various papers were read, showing 
the feasibility and advisibility of forming a National Asso- 
ciation. A committee was appointed to formulate a con- 
stitution, and when they reported the constitution which

they proposed, it was adopted, and the following officers 


were elected: 

President: William W. Supplee, Philadelphia, Pa. 

First Vice-President: John Alling, Chicago, III. 

Second Vice-President: A. D. Langstaff, Memphis, Tenn. 

Executive Committee: S. A. Bigelow, Boston; H. H. 
Bishop, Cleveland; Frank Shapleigh, St. Louis; Frederick 
Barker, Elmira. N. Y.; W. P. Smith, Knoxville, Tenn., 
and F. C. Pritzlaff, Milwaukee. 

Secretary-Treasurer T. James Fernley was elected by the 
executive committee at a little later date, and the wisdom 
of that selection, the history of the Association well shows. 
A banquet was an incident of this first gathering, and the 
Association commenced life under the most favoring aus- 
pices. 

The second meeting of the Association was held in Pitts- 
burg,in November, 1895, and the occasion was one long to 
be remembered, not only because of the interest taken by 
t he members, but also on account of the hospitable manner 
in which the manufacturers and jobbers of Pittsburg united

The third annual meeting was held in Philadelphia, on 
November 18, 19 and 20, 1896, and was one of the largest, 
most successful, most useful and most cheerful gatherings 
of the kind ever seen in the Hardware or any other trade. 
The visitors were most hospitably entertained by the manu- 
facturers and jobbers of Philadelphia, ending with a grand 
banquet at the Union League Club. The following gentle- 
men were elected officers:

The fourth and last meeting was held in Buffalo, N, y,, 
on November 17, 18 and 19, 1897, and the Hardwaremen in 
that city were not behind their associates of Cleveland, 
Pittsburg and Philadelphia in the warmth of their welcome 
and the generosity of their hospitality. The following 
gentlemen were elected officers for the present year:

What is Credit ? 


In a recent address delivered by Wm. B. Dean, of Nich- 
ols & Dean, St. Paul, Minn., the following description of 
credit was presented: 

Webster defines credit as ‘‘ Good opinion founded on a 
belief in a man’s veracity, integrity, ability and virtue.” 
You will observe that the elements which enter into the 
constitution of credit are manifold. It is not veracity alone, 
or the telling of the truth. Neither is it honesty alone, nor 
ability alone, nor virtue alone. It is the combination of all 
of these which constituts credit. Let any one of the ele- 
ments be lacking, and the structure is not complete. 

Were I asked to place in their relative position those 
different principles which enter into the constitution of 
credit, I should put above all others that of honesty, the 
ability to discern and to do the right, and to tell the truth. 
Next I should place ability, natural or acquired, the capac- 
ity properly to use the powers with which we have been 
endowed and to make the best use of the opportunities 
that come to us. The young man who has ability and hon- 
esty is never long in want of a situation, and never fails 
to rise in the world. At the bottom of the list I should 
place capital. 


The Cary Mfg. Co.’s Patent Sustained. 


As will be noticed by their announcement in this issue of 
Hardware on page 79, the patent granted to the Cary Mfg. 
Co., No. 403,178, dated May 17, 1889, on box straps, has 
been fully sustained by a decision of the United States 
Court. 

The defendant in the suit, the result of which is so im- 
portant, is ordered to produce his books and make an ac- 
counting to the Cary Mfg. Co. of profits and damages for 
the infringement of said goods. In connection with this 
system of box strapping now so popular with the d-fferent 
lines of business, it is gratifying to state that none of the 
patents owned by the Cary Mfg. Co. has ever been de- 
creed invalid. 


In writing advertisements remember you are appealing 
to the masses, and be careful to use the same phraseology 
that you would employ were you addressing a crowd of 
eager customers in your store. A simple, conversational 
style is the one to employ in this connection. Rhetoric is 
out of place, because the proportion of people in the aver- 
age city who would appreciate a ‘‘learned”’ advertisement 
is so small that the number it would interest would not 
serve to pay for the advertisement.—Michigan Tradesman. 
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Were any Court of Inquiry in this land to summon before 
it witnesses who were competent to speak on the question 
of Hardware Dinners, Alfred D. Clinch, of Underhill, 
Clinch & Co., New York City, would be counted among 
the experts. What Mr. Clinch does not know about Hard- 
ware dinners, would fill a very small book, and some idea 
of the extent of his lore and experience may be gleaned 
from the interesting article which follows. This was pre- 
pared by Mr. Clinch at the express invitation of //ardware, 
and we feel that it is a valuable contribution to the history 
of fraternity within the Hardware trade, of which these 
pages form a summary: 

“Editor Hardware: The purport of this article is to show 
by what means the dinners of the Hardware and Metal 
Trades of New York have become known for their com- 
pleteness, and to aid our brothers-in-law of the Hardware 
trade who may be enrolled in similar lines of work. 

Since I had the honor of inaugurating the first of the 
present series of Hardware Dinners, ably seconded by 
/Hlardware, the supervisory work has fallen to my lot, and 
as experience is a valued assistant in any line, it has been 
a particular aid in smoothing the path to the present stand- 
ard of completeness from which the trade will accept of no 
retrograde steps. Had the first dinner been a failure, there 
would not be to-day the Hardware Club, for out of the din- 
ner grew the club. 

‘‘Hello, Clinch! going to have a trade dinner this year?” 

‘You are a little previous; wait until you recover from 
your eating, while on your summer vacation.” 

‘‘T will never forget this summer, even though I recover 
from its terrors.” 

What was the matter with this member of the Hardware 
Club? He had just returned from a summer ‘ hotel” ad- 
vertised to supply the best the market, z.¢., the landlord, 
could afford, and where they gave lectures on hygiene to 
prove that all the ills flesh is heir to, are caused by ex- 
panded stomachs, and the person was an enemy to man- 
kind who wrote: 

‘* All human history attests 
That happiness for man—the hungry sinner !— 
Since Eve ate apples, much depends on dinner.” 

The cue being dropped, and the question asked, the sub- 
ject naturally comes before the next Board meeting, and 
one who is always in the Van when work is to be done, 
rises to the ocvasion, and in his dignified and courteous 
manner, thus addresses the chair: 

‘‘Mr. President, the time has arrived when we should 
decide if we are to have our annual trade dinner. They 
have attained such prominence, that it behooves us to get 
to work at once to secure speakers who will equal in char- 
acter and quality those who we have so fortunately secured 
heretofore. And now, if it meets with the approval of the 
members present, I move the president appoint a dinner 
committee.” 

This is followed by the president appointing such a com- 
mittee, of which the mover is always sure of being a large 
part because the others would not serve without him. Once 
having made a reputation for never shirking work on a 
dinner committee, you are always sure of an annual ap- 
pointment. Following the appointment comes the selec- 
tion of sub-committees on ‘‘ Speakers,” ‘‘ Toasts and Top- 
ics” and ‘‘Arrangements.” The most important of these 
is that on ‘‘ Speakers,” and should consist of not more than 
three members, for in case they should decide a junketing 
trip to Washington is necessary, they will spend all the 
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money the general committee can afford. We once had 
such a committee composed of an editor, another who was 
fluent in English, and the third who acted as a Sergeant- 
at-arms. They came back flushed with ‘‘a promise from 
the President,’’ ‘‘ We have secured a Senator,” and ‘‘ We 
have corraled a Congressman.” In combination, they 
seemed to have a pull, but when they slipped up on the 
final day, it was only safe to speak of itin whispers. The 
committee on ‘‘ Toasts and Topics” should be composed 
of men with versatile and literary minds, for on them de- 
pends the hits and points from well-selected and catchy 
topics. 

The committee on ‘‘ Arrangements” calls for merchants 
who can discount the sayings of those who are to house the 
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affair, who are exact in their dealings and leave no loop- 
holes. Over all the sub-committees, the chairman of the 
general committee must have oversight, and give his per- 
sonal attention to the many small details consequent to a 
successful issue. 

The committees must work in harmony and with a great 
deal of contagious enthusiasm, for by their optimism will 
be judged the coming event. All men like to be associated 
with successful affairs, be they social or financial, and if it 
is ‘‘the thing” to attend the Hardware dinners, no trouble 
will be experienced in disposing of the tickets. 

Next in order must come the notification by circular of 
the members of the Hardware Club, members of the Hard- 
ware trade not connected with the club, those who have 
attended former dinners, and, lastly, those who have 
never attended the dinners, but who the committee feel 
should do so. This work means the sending of nearly one 
thousand envelopes containing the dinner circular, an ap- 
plication card for tickets and a return envelope. This work 
should precede the issuing of the dinner tickets by about 
three weeks, giving time for all to make up their minds 
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and to cancel any engagements that might interfere with 
their attendance. 

When the first of our trade dinners was held, the manner 
of sale of the tickets was hard to decide on, and very for- 
tunately the C. O. D. was agreed to be the only feasible 
plan to bring happiness to the committee. Many hard ar- 
guments were used to change the tactics, but they missed 
fire. 

‘*How much are the tickets ?” 

‘«Six dollars.” 

‘*Put me down for four.” 

‘*We do no putting down. Sign one of the application 
cards and hold yourself responsible.” 

‘‘What’s the matter—is not my word good enough ?” 

‘*Yes; but the card is filed for reference to aid the com- 
mittee.” 

‘¢ When will the tickets be ready ?” 

‘¢We will notify you.” 

In the meantime the dinner tickets have been prepared 
and the time for delivery is at hand. 

‘* Here, Mr. Ferguson, are the four tickets you subscribed 
for.” 

‘¢Thank you; I will send you the money.” 

‘¢ Well, we will hold the tickets, and when you are ready 
we will be on hand.”’ 

‘‘Why, is not my word good enough ?” 

‘‘ Yes, for all except Hardware dinner tickets.” 

‘*Why, do you expect me to pay for them before I know 
if I can use them at all ?” 

And there comes the rub. There is no hesitancy about 
subscribing, but a good deal about paying. By strict ad- 
herence to delivery only for cash, those who subscribe will 
take no tickets they are not sure of using, and if disap- 
pointed in a guest, will ask another to take the place. This 
makes almost a certainty of there being no vacant seats 
after the tables are arranged. 

The majority of the tickets having been disposed of, the 
chairman opens an intelligence office, of which the princi- 
pal feature is the lack of information. 

‘*T would like to see the table diagram.” 

‘There is no diagram arranged.” 

‘* Well, | want to know who I am to sit with ?” 

‘‘Why, I suppose you have stated your request on the 
ticket sent you for that purpose.” 

‘*No, I thought I would see who are going.”’ 

‘Well, I thought I would put you alongside of Mr. Blank.” 


‘‘What! Here, cross my name off. I was going to the 
dinner for pleasure. Did you place me there for a pur- 
pose ?” 


And so it goes on, day by day, the committee hearing the 
complaints and wondering if the congenials are all to stay 
away. The fateful day for arranging the tables should be 
postponed to the last moment, and the work done in secret 
at night in the sanctity of home. No copies should be 
brought down-town, so as to preclude the possibility of the 
seating information getting abroad, and they should be 
transmitted direct to the printer, and then the words ‘‘too 
late, the printer has them,”’ can be said to the applicants 
who want to be sure ‘‘they are placed at the centre table 
about the middle of the room.” 

There is one committee appointed that has no work to 
do until the evening of the dinner, the Reception Com- 
mittee, made up of representative men who are pleasing 
in their manners, and are well known to the general trade. 
They can be of great benefit to the general welfare and 
on their efforts much depends. 

‘* Who are these bedecked gentlemen ?”’ 

‘« They are the elect of the Hardware Club. 
Governors.” 

Duly decorated with silk badges, they and the Reception 
Committee have the entree to the hands of the guests and 
use their time before the dinner in introductions. 


Its Board of 
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When the first dinner was to be held Sherry asked: 
‘‘ What time is the dinner announced ?” 

‘* Seven o'clock.” 

‘¢ Shall we have it ready to serve at 8 o’clock ?” 

‘* You have the doors open at 7:15 and we will go in.” 

‘‘Tf you do you will beat the record, forit has never been 
done at a large dinner in New York.” 

When the time came the doors were opened and in walked 
425 guests. The record was broken, and the Hardware 
dinners are now known for their punctuality among other 
many good features. 

On such occasions the scene bewilders old timers, and 
their minds run back to the days of clerkship when cruller 
foundries and pie factories were the principal caterers. 
But now what a change nas come over us! 

After the invited guests have taken their places on the 
dais, and the governors have found their places at the heads 
of the tables, the others come in and all are ready for the 
feast so happily begun. 

‘‘What’s the matter with the chairman, certainly every- 
thing is all right and every one pleased ?” 

No, some one has remarked he does not like his corner 
seat. Another is a little deaf, and is too far from the 
speakers. Another sees a person near him whom he wishes 
was further. 

This is the burden the chairman anticipated and dreaded. 
He did the best he could, but some one must take the 
brunt. Former friendships are broken for supposed inten- 
tional acts, and the next year sees the aggrieved absent, 
and their places taken by others. 

The arranging of the seats at the tables is harder than 
all the other work combined, and requires exactness, for 
there is the liability of some name being left out of the ar- 
rangement and the consequ~nt leaving off the name from the 
menucard. The reading of the printer’s proof and check- 
ing the names calls for work during the owl's hours, and isa 
constant anxiety. 

All the menu cards at our dinners have had the names of 
the guests and the houses connected with. The prepara- 
tion of this entails a great deal of work and requires care- 
ful study, so that no name shall be left off, and if such a 
serious mistake happens, woe betide the responsible agent, 
for the ‘‘out” will not appreciate why he of all others 
should be left off. 

A nuisance is the late applicant for a ticket, who cannot 
see why the trbles cannot be rearranged so he can sit with 
his friend. How often have I heard ‘‘ Transfer him, he 
won't care,” but what does the ‘‘ transferred” think when 
he sees his name printed at another table, and what can the 
chairman say to his inquiry, ‘‘ Why was I made a shift ?” 

Between the time of arranging the tables and the hour of 
the dinner, the surveying of the work must be done and the 
small items attended to. There must be provided rooms 
at a hotel for the out-of-town guests, carriages for the city 
guests, and silk badges for the committees, with their title 
painted on each. 

It is wise not to vary the programme as planned, for in- 
variably the added features will take from the pleasure of 
the whole. The dinner committee is always besieged by 
those who ‘‘have a great reputation (at home) for their 
wonderful talent.”” The impromptu speaker is also an 
enemy, under whatever disguise he may appear. Let them 
alone. It is only necessary to imbue your engaged speak- 
ers with the fact that speeches of substance, with sufficient 
sparkle, are wanted, so that the recollections will go back 
with pleasure. We could call the roll of speakers we have 
had, and point with pride to what they said. 

A question always mooted at public dinners is whether 
wines shall be sold a la carte, or included in the price of 
the tickets. I have always been an earnest advocate of the 
ala carte, for under this plan the sale of wines is limited 
to regular users, and young men who might use it if free, 
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hesitate to order it over their signatures. The result has 
been the opinion has often been expressed at our dinners 
that the condition of the guests was a striking contrast to 
the guests of the majority of public dinners with free 
wines. I would recommend this policy to our Hardware 
Associations in other localities, be they national or local, 
feeling assured they will meet with the hearty approval of 
their members, be they hard shells, moderate drinkers or 
temperance advocates. Besides, there is another very im- 
portant feature that enters into the question, and that is the 
quality of the menu which is very materially affected by 
“with” or ‘‘without.” Also the cost of the tickets can be 
put at a price reasonable for all, and insures a larger demand. 
This whole subject has recently been before one of our 
large Associations, whose last dinner included free wines 
which led to free speech and a free break-up. In future 
their policy will be changed. 

To sum up with, I advise: 

‘‘Get through at a reasonable hour.” 

‘Try to vary the trade magnates who sit at the guest 
table. Spread the honors around.” 

‘‘Have music of good quality and intersperse with popu- 
lar airs.” 

‘‘Have no penuriousness in money matters ; neither ex- 
travagance. The best is none too good.”’ 

‘‘Music, flowers and decorations, secure free if possible, 
but if have to pay for get a ‘tack’ discount. Pay for as 
little as possible, but neglect nothing.” 

‘‘Do not guarantee number of guests up to the number 
of tickets sold.. Leave a good margin for absentees and 
notify exact number as late as possible.” 

The aftermath will bring a variety of fruit ; criticisms 
against the work of the committee, congratulations from 
others, and the rejoinder from those who have done the 
work, ‘‘ Well, every year we learn and next year we will 

—."" And as President McCartee says, ‘‘And so we go.”

Lindsay, for some time prior to his death, displayed quite 
an interest in the Association, and, like Mr. Parke, was a 
man of strong convictions, of marked ability, and pos-

Our friends from 
Cleveland returned at night with the Pittsburg men, and 
were their guests at dinner at the Duquesne Club, before 
leaving for home. ‘I‘his wasthe only meeting held outside 
of this city. Since the deaths of Messrs. Parke and Lind- 
say, Robert Repp usually represents the Logan-Gregg Hard- 
ware Co., and A. J. Bihler the Jas. C. Lindsay Hardware 
Co. Meetings of late have not been held regularly, but as 
occasion demanded, although it is now proposed to re- 
establish fixed dates, and it will, no doubt, bedone.

American Files Abroad. 


In reference to an article in a previous issue of Hardware, 
headed ‘‘ Sending American Files Abroad,’’ Hugh McCaf- 
frey, president of the McCaffrey File Co., Philadelphia, 
has called the attention of the representative of Hardware 
in Philadelphia, to some interesting points. Said Mr. Mc- 
Caffrey: ‘* We believe we were the first pioneers in that 
line by starting in with South America, Canada and other 
places, over fifteen years ago. Within the last ten days 
we have sent to Germany 1592 dozen, and have now under 
way orders for a much largernumber. Within a few years 
our goods have acquired a reputation in Europe almost as 
great as in our own country, and our mail every week con- 
tains inquiries for prices and terms from the Continent.”’ 
These facts are certainly of interest, showing as they do 
that American files are cutting their way, with good teeth 
and temper, into the business of the Old World. 


The street railway company of Wocnsocket, R. I., has 
given orders that no car is be propelled within roo feet of 
any bicycle which may be in front of it in the highway, and 
cars must be stopped until bicycles moving in the opposite 
direction have passed.

These firms may be termed the charter members of the 
Association. After some discussion, it was suggested that 
the name of the organization be changed from the Tennes- 
see Hardware Association to the Southern Hardware Job- 
bers’ Association, as the interest of the Southern jobbers 
was parallel with that of the firms represented. At this 
meeting the following officers were elected:

The local Association in Knoxville was, perhaps, origin- 
ally organized with the view of regulating competition and 
controlling prices. However, after some trial of this on a 
wider scale, it was discovered that this was a very difficult 
thing to do, and a very little effort is made in this direction 
by the Association to-day. However, many benefits have 
accrued in the way of bringing about a better acquaintance 
among the Hardware jobbers in the territory represented, 
many of them, prior to the formation of association, being 
almost total strangers to each other and known only in 
name. Now, then, since they have had a number of annual 
meetings, they know each other personally and have 
learned to have a high regard for each other, and have 
turned their efforts in the direction of improving their busi- 
ness methods, and we venture to say that since the forma- 
tion of this Association that the business methods of the 
Hardware jobbers have been very much improved. They 
are no longer afraid to interchange their experiences, to 
tell wherein they have found weak points and also good 
points, so that the members of the Association, if they will, 
have the opportunity to learn by the experience of others 
instead of having to go through an experimental stage in 
everything themselves, and in this way, much good, we 
feel, has been accomplished through the Hardware Associ- 
ation. At the time of the original organization of this As- 
sociation, there were very few Hardware associations in 
the country, but the spirit seems to have grown—the idea 
seems to have been a good one, and now Hardware associ- 
ations are formed in almost every State in the Union where 
much business is transacted, and the Southern Association 
feels some sense of pride in having been among the leaders 
of such an idea. Theinfluence has not been confined to 
State lines, nor even to the United States lines, as we learn 
that a representative from Great Britain, upon a visit to 
the United States, had some conference with a representa- 
tive of the National Hardware Association, and conceiving 
the idea to be a good one, returned home and organized a 
similar institution in his own country, so we see that our 
influence has gone beyond the ocean. There must be 
something good in it or it would not travel so far. To-day 
the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association, we believe, 
is one of the largest in the country, outside of the National 
Hardware Association and covers a territory from Mary- 
land to Kentucky and from Florida to Texas. We trust 
that it will go on in prosperity and that the good work it is

Multiplication of Explosives. 


The ingenuity that has been exhibited of late years in 
the discovery and application of explosives for mining pur- 
poses has really been remarkable, and not less so has been 
the growth of the trade in explosives during the period of 
twenty years since the English act of 1875 came into opera- 
tion, says the Zrade Journals Review. Not only has the 
number of factories more than doubled, but the number of 
persons employed in them is now over 10,000, which shows 
an increase of nearly 3000 even during the last ten years. 
This increase follows naturally on the increase in the num- 
ber of nitro-glycerine compounds in the market and the in- 
troduction of smokeless powders. Four new factories have 
been licensed during 1895 and 113 since the act came into 
operation, or more than double the number of factories 
existing at the passing of the act. The net increase is 79 
factories, or an average of 3.95 annually. While the num- 
ber of factories in which gunpowder and nitrate mixtures 
may be made has remained stationary during the twenty 
years, the number in which nitro-glycerine compounds may 
be made has risen from one to nine, and whereas dynamite 
was the only nitro-glycerine compound produced in 1876, 
there are now twelve such compounds licensed. The gun- 
cotton nitro-compounds, which include nearly all the 
smokeless powders, were nine in 1876, and are now twenty- 
nine. Similarly, the fulminate of mercury factories have 
increased from two to six. 


The Morse Wool Treating Co. have just completed, at 
Norton, Mass., an extensive plant for purifying wool. The 
buildings are of a very substantial character, entirely fire-

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On this date, April 10, 1898, H/ardware has reached 
the eighth anniversary of its birth, and feels justified,

It has seemed fitting to commemorate the occasion 
by the publication of a special issue devoted to the 
Hardware Associations of the United States; and the 
number which has been produced in accordance with 
the decision, is permitted to speak for itself. 

On April 10, 1890, the first issue of Hardware ap- 
peared. At that time there were a number of journals 
which paid more or less attention to the Hardware in- 
dustry, in connection with other departments in the 
line of iron manufacturing, or metals, but there was 
none which devoted itself entirely and distinctively to 
the great Hardware interests of America. In the ini- 
tial number, it was declared that: ‘‘ The Hardware 
dealer needs a journal which shall record new inven- 
tions, while reporting the prevailing prices for goods 
already in the market, and which shall be an exchange 
for experience and suggestions by retailers. It should 
be a journal also, through which the Hardware manu- 
facturer can readily attract the attention of the jobber 
and retailer to his wares, and from which the inventor 
may derive suggestions of new mechanical wants to be 
filled.

Last, but not least, the representative Hard- 


tion, so that whoever would speak to the trade through 
it, can hope to cover the whole country. Such is the 
field which the publishers of H/ardware have defined 
for it.” 

From that initial number to the present, Hardware 
has endeavored to carry out the purpese enunciated in 
this preliminary declaration. How well it has done so, 
is left to the decision of the trade at large, whose in- 
terests it has endeavored to forward and assist in all 
possible ways.

Liadttor Hardware: ‘Ls the life of a Secretary- Treasurer a 
happy one?’ This question, Mr. Editor, which you have re- 
quested me to answer, at sufficient length to occupy at 
least two columns of your Anniversary edition, is one to 
which I had given very little thought up to the time of 
the receipt of your request. 

Happiness in a position such as mentioned, depends very 
largely upon the constitution and disposition of the indi- 
vidual holding the position. Some people strive to see ‘‘a 
silver lining in the cloud;” some people live on the ‘‘sunny 
side of Noon-Day Avenue;” while others seem to prefer 
to reside on the ‘‘ shady side of Dark Lane.”’ 

In an official position, such as you mention, there are 
very many emergencies where a heavy heart and sad face 
would be amply justified; and yet, if the heaviness of 
heart should prevail, and the sad face appear, the very ob- 
jects to be accomplished would be thwarted. 

‘*Commercial dyspepsia” is a disease which all should 
avoid. The condition of the ‘‘liver’’ should always be 
normal. Truly, o life can be happy if the ‘‘liver” is not 
in an enjoyable condition; no life can be better than the 
‘* liver.” 

If, in going about on official duties, we come in contact 
with those who are suffering from ‘‘ commercial dyspepsia,” 
or people finding fault with their competitors, with their 
customers, and even at times with those who are utterly 
beyond criticism—the MANUFACTURERS—it is in our 
power to add to the misery of such, and itis also pos- 
sible to leave such a one aftera half-hour’s conversation, 
feeling that the disease from which he has been suffering 
is not of as virulent a nature as was supposed. 

We have many times parted with those with whom we 
have had differences on matters which strongly reveal the 
‘‘dark side’”’ of humanity, and treated it in what was 
known and would seem to be a ‘‘light’’ manner, and yet 
have been compelled when alone, to actually sympathize 
and almost coincide with the views of those who had made 
us the custodian of their secret grievances. 

The writer much prefers to take the pleasant side of life 
—realizing that the human span at the most is but short, 
and whatever enjoyment can be obtained from life should 
be embraced. 

There are tinies when the speaking of a wrong word may 
detract from the happy life of one occupying this position. 
A safe course would be to commit to memory all that was 
desirable to say before giving utterance to it; but, unfortu- 
nately, this is not always practical; and, further, our power 
of memorizing is not over-developed, and when we attempt 
to memorize there is much more probability of making a 
mistake, than if the thoughts are crystallized in an im- 
promptu manner. 

We once heard of a Rectorin a certain city, who en- 
joyed the luxury of a valet, instructing his servant to ad- 
dress a Lord Bishop of England, who was visiting the Rec- 
tor, as ‘‘ My lord.” 

In the evening he said to the valet: ‘‘ At eight o’clock in 
the morning, you will rap on the Bishop’s door. He will 
reply, ‘Who ts there?’ I want you to answer, ‘ The boy, 
my lord,’ and whenever you address him, I want you to ad- 
dress him as ‘ my lord.’” 

The next morning the servant tapped on the Bishop’s 
door. The Bishop’s voice was heard inquiring ‘‘ Who is 
there ?” 

The valet said: ‘‘ The Lord, my boy.” 

If this servant had been left to address the bishop in an 
impromptu manner, he certainly would not have made a 
worse mistake than this. 

It is perfectly possible for one to make his existence either 
happy or miserable. 


Some one has said ‘‘laugh and grow fat!” We have 
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‘‘laughed ” until we weigh 256 pounds, and now we are 
being ‘‘ laughed” af because we are ‘ fat.” 

Enjoyment, pleasure, rational and proper dissipation, in 
the majority of instances, will add to the physical condition 
as well as the proportions; while sorrow, misery, trouble 
and anxiety will generally make a person lean and up- 
healthy. 

We therefore recommend to all the obtaining of as much 
pleasure from mingling with their fellow-men as is possible. 

We believe that merchants in the same line of business, 
coming together in Associations, spending two, three or 
more days in each other's society, will prolong their lives 
because of the enjoyment obtained, and also prolong their 
commercial existence, because their ideas on business 
methods become more expanded, and the profitable con- 
duct of business more likely. 

We think, however, that the tendency to turn a business 
convention into a ‘‘junket” is one which cannot be too

closely guarded against. Pleasure on such an occasion 
should be more of an intellectual nature than otherwise. 

It will not pay the average merchant to leave his busi- 
ness three or four days and spend considerable money to 
go to a distant city, simply to have what is known as 4

The pleasure to be derived from attending meetings of 
trade Associations must consist very largely in the con- 
sciousness that one is better equipped, after returning from 
such a convention, to give the details of his business proper 
attention.

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The benefits of association in business, whether for social 
or business purposes, which are so well exemplified in the 
great Hardware Associations of the country, which are so 
thoroughly described in this issue, are shown in another 
form of associated effort in which, perhaps, the business 
feature is a predominant element. Any combination of 
brains, capital, enterprise, and industrious application, 
which enables one office, at a certain point, to combine 
within itself an answer to all the commercial and business

needs of a number of great jobbing houses, situated at 
widely separated points, is certainly a great advance step 
in the simplification and extension of modern commercial 
furces. 

An arrangement of this character, which enables a whole- 
sale house on the Gulf of Mexico, for instance, to join 
hands with another on Lake Superior, and still another at 
the entrance to the Golden Gate, for the purpose of pooling 
their interests in the way of purchases, and securing 
the benefits which a combination of their size is certain to 
compel in the way of prices, is a benefit to the trade every- 
where; enabling in the first place each of these houses to 
obtain the same benefits which would follow were all the 
purchases to be made for itself alone, and at the same 
time permit the manufacturer to secure one lump order, 
instead of a dozen small ones. 

These ideas are called forth by the remarkable success 
which has been secured by the firm of Oliver Bros., pur- 
chasing agents, who are pioneers in this line of labor, and 
are recognized as standing in the forefront in the applica- 
tion of the principles in the above. For seven years and 
nore, this firm has been one of the leading commercial 
forces of the Hardware trade of New York City, and they 
are known to the Hardware trade everywhere, as enter- 
prising and progressive. 

They are located in the Graham building, No. 127 Duane 
Street, New York, and long since succeeded in establishing 
alarge and remunerative business. This was started on 
January 1, 1891, by Thomas E. Oliver, who was afterward 
joined by his brother, Frank J. Oliver, and on May 1, 1892, 
the firm of Oliver Bros. ‘ook their place among the Hard- 
ware Organizations or establishments of New York.

They have an 
office force numbering some sixteen, including principals, 
and are looked upon as among the heaviest buyers of 
Hardware lines. Their policy is to have goods shipped 
and charged directly to the houses they represent, as far 
as possible, but they also make some purchases in their 
own names. 

The gentlemen forming this firm have for years been 
well and favorably known in connection with the Hard- 
ware trade, and each of the members has won his way up 
from the very bottom round of the ladder, and there is 
consequently no department of the Hardware trade with 
which they are not thoroughly and practically acquainted. 

The principals are Frank J. Oliver and Thomas E. Oli- 
ver. The former was for seventeen years in the employ 
of the Hawley Bros. Hardware Co., of San Francisco, com- 
mencing as office boy, and rising step by step to the im- 
portant position of buyer and manager. He is still a 
director in that house, and also in the company of Todd & 
Hawley, of San Diego, Cal., both of which firms are rep- 
resented by Oliver Bros. 

The other partner, Thomas E. Oliver, started in business 
as an office boy for R. K. Carter, where he remained for 
eight years, and for the three years following, managed 
the New York office of Welsh & Lea, of Philadelphia, the 
well-known manufacturers and exporters. When the firm

last named suspended on January 1, 1891, Mr. Oliver com- 
menced in business upon his own responsibility as the rep- 
resentative of a syndicate composed of five jobbers, which 
number, during that year, was increased to twelve. It will 
thus be seen that Mr. Oliver has practically spent his whole 
life so far in the purchase of Hardware, and has an ex- 
perience of the utmost value in this direction, and one 
which it would be difficult to duplicate. 

Mention should also be made in this connection of James 
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H. Oliver, brother to the principals above named, who has 
a working interest in the business. He was connected also 
like his brother, Thomas E. Oliver, with the offices of R. 
K. Carter and Welsh & Lea, and when Thomas E. Oliver 
started in business, his brother went with him. He is of 
great service in connection with one of the buying depart- 
ments, and in looking after some of the details of the office 
business. 

Messrs. Oliver are also large stockholders in the business 
of the Allen Hardware Co., Charlotte, N. C., of which D. 
E. Allen is president, Thomas E. Oliver, vice-president and 
Frank J. Oliver secretary. These gentlemen have both 
been members of the Hardware Club of New York from 
the beginning, and, it is unnecessary to say in connection 
with the above, are well and favorably known in the busi- 
ness and social life of New York. 


The Philadelphia Hardware Association. 


Editor Hardware: The Philadelphia Hardware Associa- 
tion is a strictly trade organization, composed of manufac- 
turers, jobbers and retailers, of Philadelphia and vicinity. 
Our organization is, I believe, the oldest of its kind in the 
country, the first meeting having been held at No. 1207 
Chestnut Street, Feb. 21, 1884. 

An invitation had been extended to members of the 
Hardware trade, asking them to meet and form an associa- 
tion whose object would be, for the mutual benefit of its 
members. The meeting was largely attended by the 
prominent members of the trade. A temporary organiza- 
tion was effected, and a committee appointed to draft a 
constitution and by-iaws. At this meeting, the objects of 
the Association were fully explained, and it was clearly 
shown that many advantages would accrue to members of 
such an organization. Many of those present engaged in 
the discussion, and expressed themselves as being pleased 
with this new idea. We then adjourned to meet on March 
2oth. This was our first regular meeting. The constitu- 
tion and by-laws were adopted, permanent officers nomin- 
ated and elected. We were banded together for social and 
beneficial objects. 

The Association grew rapidly, and in March, 1885, an ap- 
plication was made for a charter, and on May 2d, it was 
granted. Since then, we have been gradually but steadily 
growing; until now our membership numbers several hun- 
dreds, and we are in a very flourishing condition. At our 
meetings, many important questions have been discussed 
and acted upon. It has been our purpose to make our in- 
fluence a power for good to the general Hardware trade. 
We have been able to establish good feeling among the 
various dealers. The old feeling of jealousy, that formerly 
existed, has been almost entirely blotted out. 

Another feature of our Association is to be of material 
aid to the families of our deceased members, thousands of 
dollars having been distributed in this way. 

The future with all its uncertainty lies before us; but we 
are well equipped and prepared to take up any of the ques- 
tions that present themselves. The Philadelphia Hardware 
Association will always be found, in the front ranks, in 
pushing forward any good movement, lending its voice to 
that which it believes will be for the best interests of our 
city, and the Hardware trade in general. 

Our experience has proven to us, that organizations of 
this kind are not only useful, but stimulate the trade of 
which they are a part.

St. John Iron and Hardware Association. 


In the early days of 1895, the St. John Iron & Hardware 
Association of St. John, New Brunswick, came into exis- 
tence. This new organization was formed for the purpose 
of social intercourse, discussion of all matters of interest to 
the trade, the fixing of prices, the regulation of freights, 
etc. All houses engaged in the iron or Hardware trade of 
St. John were eligible to membership in the organization. 
The following officers were elected for the first year: 

President: W. H. Thorne. 

Vice-President: S. Hayward. 

Secretary and Treasurer: J. J. Barry. 

It was ordered that the annual meeting should be held 
on the second Monday of January of each year, and the 
regular meetings on the first Monday of each month.

Eugene Bissell was born in Suffield, Conn., on Novem- 
ber 1, 1839, of English descent, and has a good right to his 
membership in the Sons of the Revolution and the Society 
of the Colonial Wars, as his ancestors were numbered 
among the earliest and best settlers of New England, and 
did their share, not only in the war for independence, but

also in the earlier colonial wars against the French and 
Indians. Mr. Bissell has the proud distinction of knowing 
that a grandfather upon the maternal, and another upon 
the paternal side, took personal part in that memorable 
campaign which centered about the bloody field of Lex- 
ington. His childhood and youth were passed under the 
homelike and beneficent influences of New England life, 
and his education secured at the Connecticut Literary In- 
stitution at Suffield. In 1859, Mr. Bissell went South and 
engaged in business at Holly Springs, Miss. He thor- 
oughly identified himself with the life of the South, but 
when the civil war threatened, followed the bent of his 
pitriotic sympathies, and came tothe North. On June 8, 
1861, he enlisted for the war as a member of the Ninth 
New York Regiment, which was sent immediately to the 
front. He served until July, 1862, having seen consider- 
able active service, when he was honorably discharged on 
account of disability, then returned to New York, and soon 
afterward took an active part in the business connections 
referred to above, where he has since remained. Mr. Bis- 
sell is a member of the Sons of the Revolution, the Society 
of Colonial Wars, Veterans of the Ninth Regiment, Veter- 
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ans of the Seventh Regiment and the War Veterans of the 
Seventh Regiment, and Lafayette Post, Grand Army 
Republic. 

Mr. Bissell was very active in the creation of the Hard- 
ware Club of New York, and has been continuously among 
the hardest workers upon its official staff. He was elected 
one of the original board of governors, which position he 
has since retained by successive re-elections, his present 
term expiring in 1900. He was a member of the first din- 
ner committee, where he did active service, and has been 
a member of each succeeding committee from that day 
until this. He was one of the original members of the 
house committee, of which Peter McCartee was the first 
chairman, and on the elevation of Peter McCartee to the 
presidency of the club, was appointed chairman, where he 
has done most efficient and intelligent service, to which is 
due a large portion of the present efficiency of the working 
forces of the club. 

In all that relates to social life, reputation for fair deal- 
ing, the esteem and good will of the trade. and courtesy 
towards those with whom he comes in business contact, 
Mr. Bissell is held in the highest repute. 


The Montreal Association. 


Owing chiefly to the efforts of Thomas J. Drummond, 
who was then a member of the council of the board of 
trade, a meeting of the Hardware and Metal Merchants of 
Montreal, was called in February. 1894, to consider the de- 
sirability of forming an Association of these branches of 
the trade. The meeting was held, and the Association 
definitely organized under the name of the Metal & Hard- 
ware Association of the Montreal Board of Trade. The 
original members of the Association were as follows: Ab- 
bott & Co.; Bacon Bros.; K. W. Blackwell; Geo.

Davidson & Co.; Drummond, 
McCall Pipe Foundry Co., Ltd.; Jas. Fyfe; Gurney, Mas- 
sey Co., Ltd.; Robt. Gardner & Son; Garth & Co.; J. H. 
Hanson; E. N. Heney & Co.; A. Hoiden & Co.; H. R. 
Ives & Co.; W. M. Knowles & Co.; Warden King & Son; 
Gerald Lomer; Londonderry Iron Co., Ltd.; Lewis Bros. 
& Co ; A. C. Leslie & Co.; Letang, Letang & Co. ; Machin- 
ery Supply Co.; McClary Mfg.

Drummond, writes 
us: ‘‘If the work done by our Association has not been 
very great during the past year or two, it is simply because 
the occasion has not demanded our interference, but the 
members feel that it is a good thing to hold the Association 
in readiness to act should any emergency, legislative or 
otherwise, arise affecting the general interests of our 
trade.”” The present president of the Association is Geo. 
E. Drummond, and the secretary, J. Stanley Cook.

The following officers were elected for the first 
year:

Vice-President: R. M. Rogan, Rogersville. 

The subsequent meetings of the Association have been 
well attended, and the success which has followed this 
effort is shown by the interesting letter from the president 
of the same, found upon another page of this issue.

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The business of the Humason & Beckley Mfg. Co., New 
Britain, Conn., and No. 80 Chambers Street, Borough of 
Manhattan, New York, was established by William L. Hu- 
mason, senior, in the year 1853 at New Britain, Conn. From 
1853 to 1863 Mr. Humason had several different partners, 
though a portion of the time he conducted the business 
alone. The firm was known through this period as 
W. L. Humason, Whitney & Humason, Doen & Humason, 
Humason, Beckley & Lockwood, and Humason, Beckley & 
Co., and in 1863 was incorporated with an increased capi- 
tal, as the Humason & Beckley Mfg. Co. 

About one-half of the product consists of builders’ and 
miscellaneous Hardware, such as hammers, wrought iron 
and bright wire goods, bolts, corkscrews, etc., etc., and 
the balance, of pocket cutlery, the manufacture of which

was commenced soon after the formation of the company 
in 1863. 

The company now produces a large variety of these 
goods, consisting principally of the finer grades of pocket 
knives, the reputation of which has long been established, 
and the H. & B. brand is now, therefore, too well and favor- 
ably known to need further commendation here. 

When the company was formed, in 1863, W. L. Humason 
was made president, treasurer and manager, and Franklin 
W. Beckley, secretary. 

Mr. Humason died on April 15, 1889, leaving a widow 
and two sons, Virgil P. Humason and William L. Humason. 
He was prominent in business, political, social and educa- 
tional circles. He held many positions of public trust, and 
was twice elected to the State Legislature. He was a man 
of literary attainments, and a poet of no mean order, as all 
who knew him will attest. 

Virgil P. Humason was made treasurer of the company 
in 1866, and on January 1, 1871, took charge of the New 
York office. He graduated from the New Britain High 
School in 1863, and from the Eagleswood Military Academy 
in 1866 where he was the valedictorian of hisclass. In 1875, 
While still in business, he commenced the study of law, 
devoting his leisure time to it, and in 1878 graduated with 
honors at the Law School of the University of the City of 
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New Vork, and was admitted to the bar as attorney and 
counsellor-at-law on May 15, 1878. 

William L. Humason, Jr., graduated from Harvard Col- 
lege in 1877, and from that time took an active part in the 
business, being made assistant treasurer, and upon the 
death of his father, president of the company. 

Mr. Beckley, senior, died many years ago, leaving one 
son, the present secretary, who is now traveling for the 
company, and who is well and favorably known to the 
trade. 

The present officers of the company are: W. L. Huma- 
son, president; F. S. Beckley, secretary, and V. P. Huma- 
son, treasurer and New York agent. 


Evolution in Trade Methods. 


Everything in life is changing. Revolution and evolu- 
tion seem to be going on everywhere. Scenes, methods, 
habits, tastes, and even principles, are radically changing.

FROM GENERAL TILLINGHAST. 

Editor Hardware: Ihave received your very courteous 
communication bearing date of 24th inst., asking me to 
give my ideas, as a Hardwareman, on the subject of 
whether [approve of Hardware Associations, and why. 

I very frankly answer that I do, and my reasons are 
these: 

The people of the world, in every branch of commercial 
and mercantile life, are tending toward centralization. 
Part of that centralization is a disadvantage to the people, 
a large portion for their good; likewise with the object of 
benefiting mankind and the dissemination of knowledge, 
scientific men in all walks of life are forming associations, 
I feel that it is wise, timely and a matter of business pre- 
caution, for men interested in a particular mercantile line 
to come together, from time to time, discuss their differ- 
ences, heal their wounds; and if they gather with a feeling 
of reciprocity, I believe it will inculcate into the whole a 
stronger and healthier feeling. But to accomplish this 
they must bring themselves to a point where they are 
ready to yield to one and receive from another. Too much 
attention should not be given to controlling values. The 
main point to be aimed at should be the stopp ng of abuses, 
preventing unbusiness-like competition and framing such 
legislation among themselves as will persuade manufac- 
turers that they cannot carelessly neglect the arteries that 
carry, so to speak, their commercial life-blood through the 
territory in which they exist. 

The social side of such gatherings should not be over- 
looked. Ofttimes the most chivalric acts of life come 
from a friendship formed by contact with one who before 
seemed an enemy, but who across the hospitable board has 
proven himself a friend. Associations based upon honor 
can confidently look forward to success.

J. C. McCarty, J. C. McCarty & Co., New York: Permit 
me to subscribe myself in hearty sympathy with asso- 
ciated movements such as embodied in Hardware Assv- 
Ciations referred to in your editorial of roth ult., as when 
honorably founded and restrictively defined, they exerta 
healthtul influence on all concerned. The social side, 
usually considered secondary and incidental, is in my 
opinion primary, and the far-reaching element, that enters 
into and leavens the whole batch. It is contended in some 
quarters, and with some show of reason, that Hardware- 
men as a class are lacking in sociability. According to 
same authority we appear to occupy the paradoxical posi- 
tion of knowing each other, and yet are not acquainted.

Mercantile associa- 
tions worthy the name radiate lasting benefits, the scope 
of which is only confined by the limits of the country. 
They should be fostered, upheld and permitted to grow. 


D. C. Delamater, Freeman, Delamater & Co., Detroit, 
Mich.: Iam a strong believer in Hardware Associations, 
because I am in favorof any method which will pro- 
mote the feeling of good feilowship and personal friend- 
ship among those who are competitors in any branch 
of trade. These Associations are valuable, also, in that 
they give an opportunity for their members to get together 
and compare notes, and while they may not of necessity 
enter into combinations or agreements in regard to prices, 
they can, by mutual concessions, do away with many 
methods which are not business-like, and have a tendency 
to destroy legitimate profits. Without these Associations, 
there is of course, no organization, and the different indi- 
viduals are all acting independent of each other. Organi- 
zation makes them a compact body, with a strength and in- 
fluence which cannot be accorded to any individual. Busi- 
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ness men who are competitors are fast Jearning by these 
Associations that their brothers in the trade who they 
formerly looked upon with suspicion and distrust, are fully 
their equal in all respects, and in place of the sentiments of 
old, there are many and lasting friendships formed. The 
fraternal feeling has largely increased through these \sso- 
ciations, and the result has been well worth all the trouble or 
expense in maintaining them. 


Thomas F. Smith, Smith Bros. Hardware Co., Columbus, 
Ohio: In reply to your request, will say that I do believe 
in these Hardware Associations. In coming together we 
become acquainted, and if we have any grievances we can 
adjust them. After these associations we are not quite so 
willing to believe all the reports we hear in regard to sell- 
ing goods without profit. 


T. W. Gathright, May & Thomas Hardware Co., Birm- 
ingham, Ala.: Do I believe in Hardware Associations ? 
Yes. Why? Because by attending the annual meetings 
we get valuable information from members that can be 
obtained only by experience. Because in union there is 
strength and we get recognition from manufacturers as a 
body that we could not get as individuals. Because 
through officers of the association we keep in touch with 
others in the same line, thereby learning the most improved 
methods of conducting the Hardware business. 


Thomas Coldwell, Coldwell Lawn Mower Co., New- 
burgh, N. Y.: I think that the association of Hardware- 
men (or any other trade) is a good thing, when used for 
the purpose of improving our knowledge of the business. 
We want to understand that education in fact, push and 
principle are quite as essential to success in business as a 
general college education. 

BENEFITS GAINED IN PHILADELPHIA. 

hditoy Hardware: In answer to your question, ‘*‘ What 
has your Hardware Association done for the trade it repre- 
sents ?” it gives me much pleasure to state that I believe 
its benefits are manifold, and, while it is not always pos- 
sible to estimate the results in dollars and cents, still it is 
often possible to see direct pecuniary benefits resulting 
from our Association, while the indirect benefits are, prob- 
ably, much greater in number and amount. 

In the first place, when the Hardware Merchants’ & 
Manufacturers’ Association of Philadelphia was started, 
some thirteen years ago, jobbers had a very slight acquair- 
tance with each other; in fact, instances were known where 
jobbers doing business in our city for twenty and thirty 
years were unknown to each other. As might have been 
expected, this condition of affairs resulted in more or less 
personal feeling, while the natural tendency was to believe 
all that was bad of your competitor. 

For the last few years our jobbers and manufacturers 
have been brought together in friendly converse at least 
once amonth, and annually for a social dinner, and while 
human nature is still unchanged, as has been the case since 
the days of Adam, it is difficult to believe the worst of the 
man who sits next to you at dinner or whom you are in the 
habit of meeting on friendly terms. This one fact removes 
much unpleasant discord and strife from business, and means 
a considerable saving in the course of the year in money. 

Now we feel free to confer with each other as to prices 
we are making, and, while we do not usually attempt to 
regulate prices by combinations or agreements, still much 
good is accomplished by this mutual confidence. Then, 
again, business is not the whole end of life, and we feel it 
is something to have the good will and respect of your fel- 
low merchant; and the friendships formed in our Associa- 
tion have frequently been very helpful and pleasant, and 
we are already old enough to see the fathers handing down 
to their sons membership in the Association and the bene- 
fits which result from their fathers’ friendships. 
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As a Philadelphia trade organization, we always feel we 
have our place among the merchants of Philadelphia and 
their trade bodies, and while the voice of the individual is 
scarcely heard, we have frequently, through our Associa- 
tion, been able to enter our corporate protest against mis- 
management in civic affairs. and have been able to aid and 
encourage other undertakings which aim to benefit and ad- 
vance the city of which we are all proud. 

In trade, matters will often arise which cannot be treated 
satisfactorily by one jobber or a single manufacturer, but 
where the voices of our united Associations carry weight 
and authority, and frequently we have been able to effect 
reforms and to bring about desirable changes in this way. 

To recapitulate, we feel our Association has done much 
in the way of bringing about anera of good feeling and 
good fellowship, while in trade, civic and economic ques- 
tions, we have often been able to wield an influence, as an 
Association, which we could not have possessed as indi- 
viduals, and are, therefore, believers in our Philadelphia 
Association, and wish it long life and prosperity.

WORK OF THE PACIFIC COAST ASSOCIATION. 

kditor Hardware: In reply to your request for informa- 
tion concerning the Pacific Coast Hardware & Metal Asso- 
ciation, I avail myself of the opportunity given by your 
Special Edition of April 1oth, to lay before your readers a 
brief summary of some of the advantages already secured 
by our organization, and with the hope that it may prove 
of sufficient interest to stimulate the formation of similiar 
Associations in territories where they do not exist. 

You ask: ‘‘ What has our Association done in a business 
and social way for the benefit of the trade it represents ?” 
and I answer that beyond ashadow of doubt, or fear of 
contradiction, it has demonstrated the fact that in matters 
pertaining to the general good of the trade, that is, matters 
in which all are equally interested, it has been a factor 
of direct benefit and positive advantage; and that as far as 
the social element is concerned, it has been the means o 
eliminating much of the acrimonious feeling which possibly 
is natural, or at least quite common, with competitors who 
sell goods in the same territory. Our Pacific Coast as a 
whole, is of great area, but comparatively sparsely popu- 
lated. It is composed of different sections varied in ex- 
tent, some of quite limited values for the distribution of 
merchandise, jealously regarded as exclusive domain, and 
vigilantly defended from encroachment by the houses with- 
in its boundaries. 

As transportation facilities have increased, new and dis- 
tant competitors have been brought into the field, and this 
additional element of rivalry, added to the general depres- 
sion of business and depreciation of values during the past 
few years, brought about an abnormal strife for trade, ac- 
companied by excessive and sometimes unnecessary com- 
petition, leaving as a result a feeling of jealousy and dis- 
trust of each other that seemed to be quite general. To 
overcome this injurious condition, by uniting on some 
common ground beneficial alike to all, in which all were 
interested and none injured; to develop among our brother 
jobbers a spirit of amity and concord that would render 
the interchange of views more susceptible of consideration 
for the adoption of better methods in business, have been 
the objects and aims of our Association. How well it has 
succeeded in these purposes, is evidenced by the fact of its 
membership, comprising nearly every wholesale house be- 
tween the extreme southern and northern borders of the 
Coast States, and the practical good already accomplished. 

One object of universal interest was found in the case 
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and cartage question, that is of charging a moderate price 
for such expenditure, a reasonable and just charge suffi- 
cient at least to cover the cost of outlay, and which of late 
years had grown into disuse through needless competition. 
This may seem a trivial matter and in its detail doubtless 
is so, but in the aggregate was a serious burden to those 
who were compelled by the law of competition to bear the 
entire loss. An agreement to charge for this service was 
adopted and is now strictly observed, and has not resulted 
in any serious complaint, as the charge is an equitable one. 

Another subject of general interest was that of terms and 
credits. In the rivalry for business, undue time and im- 
moderate credits were rapidly becoming the general prac- 
tice and being extended to those of doubtful responsibility, 
a custom perilous in many ways to the seller, of frequent 
disadvantages to the prompt customer, and of questionable 
advantage to the slow one. An agreement to change this 
uncertain method and to fix terms that would be reasonable 
and uniform, was adopted, is now in force and has been 
of great benefit to all. 

These improvements could not have been accomplished 
without an organization; individual effort was powerless to 
effect the changes, and therefore the Association has been 
of benefit to the trade it represents, and that without detri- 
ment to any interest. 

There are also other matters of equal value to our mem- 
bers relating to the transportation question, and which are 
now receiving consideration. 

Our Association does not seek to control prices to a dead 
level of non-competition, for this is impracticable as well 
as undesirable; in fact it is very chary as to the subject of 
prices at all, but matters of this character that require at- 
tention are accomplished through the efforts of supplemen- 
tary Associations, or Chapters, located in the different im- 
portant centers, and all kept informed by correspondence 
through our secretary; but we aim rather through the dis- 
cussion of sound business principles, and the inculcating of 
a spirit of consideration and mutual forbearance towards 
each other, to invite co-operation on measures of general 
welfare, and through this means and the friendly feeling 
engendered thereby, to correct the evils of unremunerative 
competition. 

The conclusion is reasonable that if similar Associations 
could be organized and kept in working order in the various 
distributing centers of the country, many of the embarrass- 
ments and difficulties which now afflict the trade could be 
corrected or greatly ameliorated, and working through the 
National Association would become a source of great 
strength and value to each other. 

Our Association employs a paid assistant-secretary, 
working under the direction of the secretary and executive 
committee, and itis believed that this method accounts 
largely for our continued success, as very few of our mem- 
bers could afford the time to attend to the many derails re- 
quiring prompt and constant attention.

of distrust and jealousy; to remove by concert of action al] 
evils and customs that are against good policy and sound 
business principles; to influence legislation in favor of 
better collection laws; to encourage the increase and pros. 
perity of the manufacturing and commercial interests of 
Cleveland; to efface installment house competition where. 
by standard brands of goods are sold on time, frequently 
at prices below a legitimate profit; to furnish each other 
with the names of undesirable credit customers, and to 
take such other action from time to time that will subserve 
the best interests of each other and the prosperity of all, 

Regular meetings will be held on the first Tuesday of 
each month, and the number of members will soon reach 
one hundred. A number of the larger houses like the Mc. 
Intosh-Huntington Co., and H. W. Luetkemeyer & Sons, 
have become members of this Association.

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REVIEW OF THE MARKETS. 
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Heavy rains and severe floods in the Ohio valley, which 
at this season of the year are customarily frequent, have 
recently interfered with shipments and checked business 
activity, assisting in making current orders less important 
than usual. That the uncertain tendencies of diplomacy 
and a natural result arising therefrom, should have some 
effect on general business, is to be apprehended, but as 
care is taken to avoid any action premature as to motive 
or unwise as to results, the country maintains an unusual 
steadiness under these new conditions. Some projects re- 
lying upon financial aid to promote, may have to await the 
decision of the possible struggle between the two nations, 
but that any permanent check will be given the advancing 
tide of our present prosperity, admits of doubt. 

Business represents, in its present state of indecision and 
lack of interest, about as quiet conditions as is possible, 
even With war in actual progress. All the uncertainties of 
expression. actions or conclusions which have filled the 
columns of widely circulated journals ever since the Maine 
disaster, have had the natural result of influencing the 
minds of the merchants as well as the people at large, until 
the progression of business methods and commercial suc- 
cess have been relegated to the rear, and await decisive 
measures on the part of the government or demands of the 
people for needed supplies, before trade can again bein a 
normal or natural condition. Once the question is settled 
as to whether the course of the administration will be to 
favor Cuba’s independence, inaugurate armed intervention, 
or proceed to the necessity of war, we may then hope to 
have the excited feelings of our business men settle down 
to the accustomed labor inseparable from successful prose- 
cution of their vocations. 

Wire Nails: The market for this leading staple has not 
been in the strongest condition since it became evident that 
the larger consolidation of wire manufacturing interests had 
to be abandoned, the smaller association resulting from 
the efforts at organization, not being expected to do more 
than keep prices from being uncertain and questionable in 
character according to the size of the specifications offered, 
The necessarily conflicting competition following this 
change of base in obtaining full control of the market, has 
resulted in lower prices being obtainable, and while deliv- 
eries beyond the current month are not solicited or enter- 
tained, the quotations may be said to be about as they have 
been for the past two weeks, $1.35@$1.40 for carload lots 
at mill, good-sized specifications being able to obtain the 
lower quotation for an immediate delivery. Previous pur- 
chases under apprehensions of an advancing price, are still 
affecting the amount of current sales, which are by no 
means brisk or large in volume except in rare instances. 
Prices are not expected to materially improve under exist- 
ing conditions, affected as they are by the war discussion 
and lack of trade interest. New York prices may be stated: 
Carload lots on dock, $1.50@$1.55; smaller lots from store, 
91.65. 

Cut Nails: No move of importance is noticed in this line, 
Prices being without especial change, and are represented 
in New York by carload lots on dock, $1.20, and smaller 
lots from store, $1.25@S$1. 30. 

Nuts, Bolts, etc.: Heavy goods in the way of nuts and 
bolts have been improving in demand and are in satisfac- 
tory condition for future requirements. The recent nomi- 
tal advances have enabled the manufacturers to market 
their product under conditions more favorable than during 





the past season, sharply competing quotations indicating 
a growing excess of stock, no longer dominating the mar- 
ket as of old, the manufacturers finding it advantageous to 
work together without friction, under conditions encour- 
aging harmony of action. 

screws: The improved condition of the market for 
Screws, has a tendency to make analogous goods firmer in 
quotations, than under the less favorable auspices prevail- 
ing last year. These goods had been known to the trade 
for some time as being marketed at a loss, and the slight 
advances which were the mid-winter features, having since 
been well sustained the trade has been greatly benefited 
and competition generally found less severe. 

Cordage: Business has been of an encouraging character 
recently, evidently not affected by the war bulletins in 
common with other leading lines. The manufacturers 
have not, however, caught up with their back orders, and 
the future prospects are very bright. Prices are well main- 
tained which may be quoted as follows: 
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A discount of 4% cent per pound is made for car load lots. 

Binder Twine: Continues to be in fair demand. The 
manufacturers report that many of the larger concerns 
throughout the West have been hanging off on account of 
the advancing price and are only fairly supplied for what 
will undoubtedly prove a remarkable demand when the 
harvest comes. In the present state of the market it would 
behoove the jobbers to book their orders, as the indica- 
tions are the future prices will be on arising scale, the 
highest for years. Eastern factories are quoting per pound, 
white sisal 6% cents, standard sisal 6% cents, manila 550 
feet to the pound, 7 cents, pure manila, 650 feet to the 
pound, 8 cents. Car load lots f. o. b. are quoted at a dis- 
count of % cent. 

Linseed Oil: The Dean Linseed Oil Co., No. 181 Front 
Street, New York, under date of April 1, 1898, quote as fol- 
lows: In lots of less than 5 barrels, 40 cents per gallon; in 
lots of 5 barrels or more, 39 cents per gallon. ‘The 5-barrel 
price only applies to deliveries of that quantity at one time. 
Boiled linseed oil, 2 cents per gallon higher than raw. Cal- 
cutta oil, 54 cents per gallon. Above prices are subject to 
change without notice. 


THE CLEVELAND TRADE. 

Constant affirmation and denials about Cuban matters 
result in much uncertainty and cause hesitation, and 
will, if continued much longer, create indifference. The 
benefits predicted by some of the leading papers of this 
country by warare ludicrous. To suggest that destruction 
of property increases wealth, is an economic proposition, 
based on the impression that money and property are syn- 
onymous terms; as if more yardsticks would add to the 
clothing material. 

Morality may demand action that will lead to war and 
financial sacrifice, but to favor war because it will increase 
the money in circulation, is another form of the silver and 
greenback delusion. Some great sacrifice may be a moral 
necessity to modify the spirit of greed. We certainly 
should not enter on it as a financial speculation. 

The trade for March is undoubtedly affected by the war 
rumors. Some of the fifty millions comes to Cleveland, but 
the great farming and labor population go on with their 
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work undisturbed. The jobbing and retail trade are not 
benefited by the disturbed state of the public mind, and 
improvements are postponed to await events. The season 
is much earlier than usual, creating an urgency for deliv- 
ery for goods ordinarily wanted in April, so that March is 
quite certain to show a large improvement over last year. 
As predicted in a former letter, binder twine purchases have 
turned out to be an excellent investment.

Present conditions are scarcely favorable to any great 
amount of business activity. Trade during March held 
forth great promises of improvement. The mild weather 
created a considerable demand for spring goods, and the 
firm tone of prices was an additional incentive for early 
purchases. Tha war cloud then was but a speck on the 
horizon. The past fortnight has brought about many 
changes. Spring weather has been replaced by snow and 
frost, (many of the early fruits in this section being de- 
stroyed), and the war cloud, like some huge spectre of the 
sky, seems to threaten death and destruction to the busi- 
ness interests of the community. 

The martial and commercial spirit seldom make good 
bed-fellows, or to be more modern, seldom ride tandem.

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time this goes to press the question of war or no war wil] 
probably be settled.

THE DAVENPORT TRADE. 

Work is increasing at the government arsenal here; ad- 
ditional force has been added and overtime required. 
Navigation opened early, boats are running regularly.

THE OMAHA TRADE. 

March business made a very satisfactory record, and 
while a good liberal trade has been looked for, the results 
were even in excess of expectations, and there is no reason 
why the present month should not make an equally satis- 
factory showing. General trade throughout the State is in 
avery satisfactory condition, and enough money is in cir- 
culation to liquidate all indebtedness promptly, and trade

Locally, retail trade is in better 
shape than it has been for a number of years past, and the 
general prosperity attendant upon the jobbing business 
appears to be well distributed among the local retail trade.

THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE. 


The month of March closed in a gratifying manner, 
showing a satisfactory volume of business, in some respects 
quite an improvement over the year before, while the pros-

From one point of view, many manufacturers are greatly 
helped. We know of some factories that are being run to 
their utmost capacity night and day to fill government 
orders, and, of course, these factories are practically out of 
the market, for the time being, on regular goods. 

It would seem, therefore, as if this should make a scarcity 
in regular manufacturing goods with the result of higher 
prices. but, on the other hand, capital is very sensitive, 
and war, or the rumor of war, immediately shuts up many 
purses and puts a stop to many contemplated enterprises 
which would, otherwise, require beams, girders, steel rails 
and other manufacturing products, so what is gained in 
one direction is, probably, offset by loss in another. 

We now hear of some enterprises that are being held in 
abeyance until this question is settled, and this may rea- 
sonably be expected to have its effect on trade in the near 
future. It is hoped, however, that war can be averted with 
honor to our country, and if so, the future seems bright 
and promising. 

There are but few changes to report in prices and it still 
remains to be seen what the effect will be of the new Wire 
Nail combinations, and, apparently, instead of having one 
large combination, we will have two, or, possibly, more. 

Collections have been a little show the past few weeks, 
but an improvement may doubtless be expected in this 
particular owing to the large sums now being paid out for 
wages. It is gratifying to note that the number of reported 
failures has been less of late, while the sale of tools has 
been phenomenally increased. This seems to point to the 
fact the mechanics are gradually getting to work again and 
that dealers are feeling the result in better and more pro- 
fitable trade.

On Saturday afternoon March 26th, Bruce & Cook, deal- 
ersin tin-plate, sheet-iron and metals, Nos. 186to 190 Water 
Street and Nos. 248 and 250 Pearl Street, were visited by 
quite a serious fire in the large four-story brick warehouse 
forming a portion of the premises occupied by them on 
the Pearl Street end. The establishment referred toisa 
substantially built edifice in which the firm constantly carry 
an immense stock of goods, and in the cellar of this struc- 
ture the fire originated, and was only discovered after the 
business had ended for the day; when only a clerk or two 
remained in the office building connected with this ware- 
house. A great smoke was created from the nature of the 
fire, and it was some time before the engines could get to 
work. The fire in the meantime had made rapid progress 
and was fast making its way up to the main floor, but was 
prevented by the hard work of the firemen from reaching 
either the upper floors, or the offices adjoining. 

In the cellar which was used for the storage of tin-plate 
the greatest loss was suffered, about 18,000 boxes of the 
plates being damaged or were totally destroyed by fire and 
water. The solidity of the building, in the construction of 
which the heaviest timbers and beams were used, assisted 
materially in limiting the ravages of the fire, the damage 
even as it was reaching the amount of nearly $100,000 on 
stock and buildings. 

A\rrangemerts were at once perfected by the firm with 
the several mills represented by them, which will enable 
them to immediately replenish their stock without delay, 
and consequently the temporary disability resulting from 
the fire will be scarcely felt.

The policy of the 
Association in matters of this kind is clearly defined. Ii 
fraud is reasonably determined, in either or all of these 
cases, prosecution will be undertaken, with a view of bring- 
ing proper punishment to those who have done wrong, 
irrespective of financial settlement. The Association is 
determined to make fraudulent failures dangerous as well 
as unprofitable. 
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The Death of Homer Foot. 


Homer Foot, one of the best-known business men and 
most prominent citizens of Western Massachusetts, died at 
Springfield, April 6th, in his eighty-eighth year. Mr. Foot 
was a native of Springfield, and most of his life he spent 
there in active business pursuits. At the age of thirteen he 
entered the employ of James S. Dwight, whom nine years 
later he bought out and succeeded under the name of 
Homer Foot & Co., importer and domestic dealer in Hard- 
ware, iron and steel—a house that has continued under that 
name until now. In addition to conducting the business of 
this house, Mr. Foot took an active interest in the devel- 
opment of manufacturing enterprises and in railroad pro- 
jects. 

In the early days before the war, the firm of Homer Foot 
& Co. were the largest dealers in Hardware and iron and 
steel in New England outside of Boston; and their importa- 
tions of iron and steel were not exceeded by any firm even 
in that city, imported stock in that line being the only re- 
liance. The importations of iron and steel reached such 
important figures as 500 to 1ooo tons at a time. 

With Erastus Corning, of New York, and ex-Governor 
Fairbanks, of Vermont, he was one of the commission 
under whose direction that noble work of national impor- 
tance, the Sault Ste. Marie Canal, was brought to a success- 
ful completion. 

Throughout New England especially there was scarcely 
a commercial enterprise initiated at the time referred to, 
with which Mr. Foot was not in some manner personally in- 
terested. His activity may be learned from a list of some of 
the offices he filled—President of the Hampden Watch Co. 
and of the Glasgow Gingham Co. ; Director of the Massachu- 
setts Mutual Insurance Co.,the Pyncheon National Bank,the 
Lamb Knitting Machine Co., the Hampshire Paper Co., 
and the Florence Sewing Machine Co. He only retired 
from active life a few years ago. He never took an active 
part in politics, although he was once made unwillingly, 
the Whig candidate for Lieutenant-Governor of Massachu- 
setts, and was, without his consent, nominated as Mayor of 
Springfield. He was fora time Colonel of the Fifth Mas- 
sachusetts Regiment. Mr. Foot married Delia, one of the 
daughters of James S. Dwight, his predecessor and em- 
ployer. They celebrated their golden wedding in May, 
1884. Mrs. Foot died last spring, after sixty-three years of 
married life, and up to that time there had been only one 
death in the family—that of the eldest son. 

Nine children survive him, one of which Mr. James D. 
Foot, is the president and treasurer of the Kearney & Foot 
Co. 

The funeral services were held in Springfield on Satur- 
day last. 


The Romance of Commerce. 

Some day the romance of commerce, as associated with 
the marvellously varied crafts of Sheffield and district, 
will find fertile scope for practiced pen. There is abund- 
ant material. As far back as 1485, at the battle of Bos- 
worth Field, the Earl of Richmond’s army used arrows of 
Sheffield make. These had the credit of being ‘‘ longer, 
sharper, better ground, and more highly polished,” than 
those of King Richard. Indeed, the historian of the period 
states that they were the finest that had ever been seen on 
the battlefield. In the beginning of the lordly Shrews- 
burys, who held sway in Sheffield so long, arrows and bows 
were purchased here for the use of the army in France. 
Johnson, the antiquary, found a record of a hundred and 
thirty gross of arrow shafts at fourteen pence, and five 
thousand arrow-heads at fifteen pence per hundred, sent 
from Sheffield for government use. The cutlery craft it- 
self originated in very early times. In the sixteenth cen- 
tury it had so greatly extended that it was necessary to 
control the business by the officers of the court leet of the 
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manor. Juries of cutlers were then empanelled to assign 
marks, enrol indentures of apprentices, and levy fines up- 
on such artisans as had contravened regulations drawn up 
by the cutlers and approved by the court. Probably the 
Guild of Cutlers then in power was but the successor of 
others which had existed many years before. One point 
is clear. In 1570 the Duke of Alva drove many of the 
best artisans from the Netherlands. The Queen’s Cham. 
berlain was then the Earl of Shrewsbury, a shrewd, far- 
seeing nobleman. He advised that they should be received 
and settled in various parts of Her Majesty’s domain. 
While the woollen workers were sent to Leeds and other 
parts, the earl had the iron workers located on his own 
estate in Hallamshire, which comprised Sheffield and dis- 
trict. It was in this way that the iron and cutlery indus. 
try were firmly settled in Sheffield. Many interesting 
stories center round the making of knives, which cannot 
be here dealt with. One may be given as a sample: In 
1626 the Duke of Buckingham was stabbed by Lieutenant 
Felton, who left the knife in the body. It had a corpor- 
ate mark uponit. This easily led to the discovery of the 
maker, one Thomas Wild, of Sheffield. Wild, who was 
taken to the Earl of Arundel’s home, in London, identified 
the mark as his, and added that he had made two of the 
kind for Lieutenant Felton, when that officer was recruit- 
ing at Sheffield. He had charged tenpence for the knives, 
This information led to the arrest and conviction of the 
assassin, and Mr. Wild was highly commended. The rec- 
ords of the Rodgers firm could furnish many similarly 
interesting experiences, referring both to this country and 
to other lands.—/xchange. 


Novelties in Toys. 


A curious toy, new this year, for small children, is a 
miniature hand truck, of the kind that is used in stores and 
by freight handlers, in railroad freight houses and on 
wharves in handling goods and freight. It has a bale and 
feet of light iron, and in its proportions it is precisely like 
the big trucks. It is twenty-seven inches in length, and 
sells for 25 cents. 

Miniature yachts, most commonly made of wood or tin, 
are now made also of rolled steel. The steel yachts are 
new this year. They are like the Defender in shape and 
are sloop-rigged. They are made in sizes ranging from 
fourteen inches to twenty-four inches, and they sell at 50 
cents to $1.50 each. 

Another new boat is a small steel propeller, whose wheel 
is turned by clock work, which is wound up by turning the 
smokestack of the boat. This boat is retailed at 50 cents. 
The car that winds up is an old mechanical toy. This toy 
in a new form is presented in the trolley car, with the 
trolley pole rising at the usual angle from the roof. The 
car is wound up by means ofits trolley pole. The seats 
of the car turn over, and it has on the outside adjustable 
signs that can be turned to show the destination of the car. 
The car is made of steel. Steel holds paint better than tin 
does, and it is stronger. 

Manufacturers of doll carriages keep up with the styles 
of baby carriages, whatever they may be. The newest 
thing in baby carriages is the now familiar vehicle, like a 
chair on wheels, called the go-cart. Dolls’ go-carts are 
made in a large variety of styles and sizes. 

American mechanical toys are exported toa considerable 
extent, and we export also, chiefly to South Africa and 
Australia, considerable quantities of velocipedes for boys 
and girls, and also of such things as doorway swings and 
buckboards and other styles of children’s wagons, made of 
wood, which are shipped knocked down, to save space.— 
Lew York Sun.
